A copy of such 
petition with a notice of the time and place when and 
where the same will be presented to the court, shall 
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be served on each and every person named therein as 
owner, encumbrancer, tenant or person otherwise in- HowundBtou 
terested therein, at least ten days previous to the time taktn. 
designated in such notice for the presentation of said 
petition. Such service shall be made by delivering 
such copy of the petition and notice to each of the 
persons so named therein, if a resident of this state, or 
in case of the absence of such persons, by leaving such 
copy of petition and notice at his or her usual place 
of abode, with some person of sufficient age and under- 
standing to comprehend the object thereof, whicli 
shall be communicated to such person, with a request 
to deliver the same to the individual for whom it is 
thus left, at the earliest opportunity.

except by proof on ailidavit, and to the satisfaction of 
the court, ol the service of the petition and notice in 
the manner hereinafter prescribed, but may do so upon 
the appearance of the party or parties, or upon such 
proof of service in the absence of a party or parties. 
The court may, upon the application of the said cor- 
poration, or of any owner or party interested, for 
reasonable cause, adjourn the proceedings from time 
to time, and may order a new or further notice to be 
given to any party wliose interest may be affected 
thereby. When the court shall have proof satisfactory 
that all parties interested in any parcel of land have 
been duly served with the petition and notice in the 
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manner herein prescribed, and of the nature and ex- 
tent of the interest of each and every party in the 
same, the court may make an order, to be recorded in 
the minutes thereof, appointing three disinterested 
competent persons commissioners to ascertain and

baggage or freight without wearing such badge. 

Every locomotive engine on such railroad 
shall be furnished with a good and sufficient alarm bell 
or whistle, which shall be fully sounded at least eighty 
rods distant from every highway crossing while the 
engine, either with or without a train of cars, shall be 
passing over said road, and for every violation of this 
section the said company shall forfeit and pay to whom- 
soever shall prosecute for the same, the sum of one 
hundred dollars for every neglect, and to be liable for 
all damages which shall be sustained by any person 
by reason of such neglect.

which agreement of consolidation shall be signed by

CHAPTER L 
£e it enacted by the Legislature of the State ofMinfueota: 

CITY AKD WAKD BOUNDARIES. 

Section 1. All the district of country in the county 
of Hennepin contained within the limits and bounda- 

^^iT ^ Ties hereinafter described, shall be a city by the name 
of Minneapolis, and the people now inhabiting, and 
those who shall hereafter inhabit within the district 
of country herein described, shall be a municipal 
corporation by the name of the *' City of Minneapolis," 
and by that name shall sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded in any court, make and use a common seal 
and alter it at pleasure, and take, hold and purchase, 
lease and convey, any and all such real and personal 
or mixed estate, as the purposes of the corpo- 
ration may require^ within or without the limits 
aforesaid ; shall be capable of contracting and being 
contracted with ; and shall have the general powers 
possessed by municipal corporations at common law, 
and in addition thereto shall possess the powers here- 
inafter specifically granted ; and the authorities thereof 
shall have perpetual succession. 

Bomdariea Sec. 2. The limits and boundaries of the district of 

country constituting the city of Minneapolis shall be 
as follows, to wit : Beginning at a point in the section 
line between sections ten (10) and fifteen (15), in 
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township twenty-nine, (29) of range twenty-four (24) 
west, "where the said section line intersects the middle 
of the main channel of the Mississippi river ; thence 
ranning west to the north-west corner of the east half 
(j) of section sixteen (16) ; thence south to the south- 
west corner of the south-east quarter (i) of section 
twenty-eight (28) in said township; thence east to the 
north-west comer of the north-east quarter {i) of sec- 
tion thirty-four (34) in said township; thence south to 
the centre of said section thirty-four (34) ; thence east 
to the south-east corner of the last named quarter 
section ; thence north to the north-east comer of said 
section thirty-four (34); thence east to the north-west 
corner of the north-east quarter (i) of section thirty- 
six (36) in said township; thence south one-fourth (i) 
of a mile, more or less, to the south-west corner of the 
north half (i) of the north-east quarter (i) of said 
section thirty-six (36); thence east to the middle of 
the main channel of the Mississippi river; thence up 
the middle of said channel to the place of beginning. 

S£C. 3. The said city shall be divided into four to b«diTid«i in- 
wards, to be called the first, second, third and fourth, ^undwi* ^*'' 
limited and bounded as follows : ^ 

All that part of the territory of said city lying north 
and west of a line beginning at the point where Utah 
street, extended north-easterly, intersects the middle 
of the main channel of the Mississippi river ; thence 
running south-westerly along the centre of Utah street 
to the centre of £ight street ; thence west along the cen- ' 
tre of Eighth street, to where said street extended inter- 
sects the Pacific Railroad ; thence south-westerly along 
the centre of said railroad to the western boundary of 
said city, shall constitute thet first ward. 

All that part of the territory of said city south and 
east of said line, and north and west of a line begin- 
ning at the point where Minnetonka street, extended 
north-easterly, intersects the middle of the main chan- 
nel of said Mississippi, thence running south-westerly 
along the centre of said Minnetonka street to the 
quarter section line of the north-east quarter (i) of 
section twenty-seven (27) ; thence west on said quar- 
ter section line to the road known as the Blaisdell 
road, thence along the centre of said road to the 
southern boundary of said city, shall constitate the 
second ward. 
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All that part of the territory of said city lying soath 
and east of the last described line, and north and west

CHAPTER n. 

ELEOTIVB OFFICEBS Aim ELECTIONS. 

Seohok 1. There shall be an annual election for 
10 be ^dM *" elective officers hereinafter provided, held on the first 
Tuesday of April of each year except in the year 
1867, at such place in each ward as the common coun- 
cil shall designate ; and the polls shall be kept open 
from nine o'clock in the forenoon until five o'clock in 
the afternoon, and ten days previous notice shall be 
given by the common council of the time and place 
of holding said election and of the officers to be 
elected. In the year 18'67 said election shall be held 
on the third Tuesday in February. 
Sec. 2. The elective officers of said city shall be a 
Ii^ oSen-- niayor, treasurer, comptroller and two justices of the 
thdrttimor of- poaco for the city, who shall be styled the city jus- 
^^ tices, all of which said officers shall be residents within, 

and qualified voters of said city ; each ward shall 
elect three aldermen, who shall be residents within, 
and qualified voters of the ward for which they may 
be elected ; all other officers necessary for the proper 
management of the affairs of the city, shall be ap- 
pointed by the common council unless otherwise pro- 
vided. 

At every annual election after the first election of 
officers and the organization of the city government, 
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there shall be elected for each ward one alderman who 
shall hold his office for three years. 
^ The city justices shall hold their offices for two 
years, and nntil their successors shall be elected and 
qualified. All other elective officers shall hold their 
respective offices for one year, and until their success- 
ors are elected and qualified. 

Ssc. 3. Every person appointed to any office by the siecdye oocen 
common council, or elected to any office by the peo- »»»y ^« removed 
pie, may be removed from said office by a vote of two *J^^ orLd^en 
thirds of all the aldermen authorized to be elected. 
But no officer elected by the people shall be removed 
except for cause, nor unless first furnished with a 
written statement of the charges against him, nor un- 
til he shall have had a reasonable opportunity to be 
heard in his defence. The common council shall fix a 
time and place for the trial of such officer, of which 
not less than ten days notice shall be given, and have 
power to compel the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of books and papers, and to hear and de- 
termine the case ; and if said officer shall neglect to 
appear and answer the charges against him, the com 
mon council may declare the office variant. 

Sec. 4. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the of- v«c«iioie«-iiow 
fice of mayor or alderman by death, removal, resigna- *"•* 
tion or otherwise, the common council shall have pow- 
er, and it shall be their duty to declare the office va* 
cant by resolution entered upon their minutes. Such 
vacancy shall be filled by a new election, which shall 
be ordered by the common council within ten days 
after said vacancy is declared, and held within twenty 
days after such declaration, and reasonable notice of 
such election shall be given. Any vacancy happen- 
ing in any other office shall be filled by the common 
council unless otherwise provided for. The person 
elected or appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold his 
office and discharge the duties thereof for the unex- 
pired term, and with the same rights and subject to 
the same liabilities as the person whose office he may 
be elected or appointed to fill. 

Sec. 6. All elections by the people shall be by bal- Election* to u 
lots, and each ballot shall contain the names of the ^^ ^^^""^ 
persons voted for, with a proper designation of the 
office written or printed thereon, and a plurality of 
7 
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votes shall constitute an election. When two or more 
candidates for an elective office shall receive an equal 
number of votes for the same office, the election shall 
be determined by the casting of lots in the presence 
of the common council at such time and in such man- 
ner as they shall direct. 

Sec. 6. All per&ons entitled to vote for State or 
county officers, and who reside in the ward where 
they oflFer to vote, shall be entitled to vote for any of- 
ficer to be elected under this law, and to hold any 
office hereby created, provided their name shall have 
been duly inserted in the list of qualified electors of 
the ward in which they reside, as in the case of the 
election of state and county officers ; and the differ- 
ent wards established by law shall constitute elec- 
tion districts for state and county as well as city elec- 
tions ; and the mode of conducting all state and county 
elections in said city shall be in the manner herein 
provided in reference to city elections, except that 
the returns thereof shall be made by the judges of 
election to the county auditor of the county of Hen- 
nepin within the time and manner prescribed by law. 
Sec. 7. The elections in said city shall be held and 
conducted by the aldermen in each ward, who shall be 
the judges of election in their respective wards in all 
elections of state, county or city officers, and shall 
take the usual oaths or affirmations as prescribed by 
the general laws of the state to be taken by judges of 
elections, and shall have power to appoint clerks of 
such elections, and to administer the necessary oaths. 
Said elections shall be held and conducted in the 
manner and under the same penalties as provided for 
state and county elections, and vacancies among the 
judges thereof filled as required by the laws of this 
state regarding elections : Provided^ That no alder 
man shall be a judge of an election at which he is a 
candidate for any office. In such case, the office of 
judge of election shall be considered vacant, and filled 
as provided by law. 

Sec. 8. When a city election shall be closed and the 
number of votes for each person voted for shall have 
turn within oer- boou countod and ascertained, the said judges shall 
t^ti"« make returns thereof, stating therein the number of 

votes for each person for each and every office, and

shall deliver or cause to be delivered such returns to 
the clerk of the common council, within three days 
after any election, and the common council shall meet 
and canvass said returns and declare the result, as it 
appears from the same, within three days thereafter. 
The clerk of the common council shall forthwith notify 
the officer or officers elected, of their election by writ- 
ten notice served upon such officers in person, or left 
at their last usual place of abode, with some person of 
suitable age and discretion. 

Sec. 9. Special elections to fill vacancies, or for any special dMaont 
other purpose, shall be held and conducted by the 
aldermen of each ward, in the same manner, and the re 
turns thereof made in the same form and manner as in 
general and annual elections, and within such time as 
may be prescribed by resolution. 

Sec. 10. Any officer removing from the city or ward vacandw-bwr 
for which he is elected, or any officer who shall refuse 
or neglect for ten days, after notice of his election 
or appointment, to enter upon the discharge of the 
daties of his office, shall be deemed to have vacated 
his office, and the common council shall proceed to fill 
the vacancy as herein prescribed.

CHAPTER UI. 

OFFICERS — THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1. Every person elected or appointed to Elective oiBctra 
any office under this act shall, before he enters upon *****^« oath end 
the duties of his office, take and subscribe an oath of ^^* 
office, and file the same, duly certified by the officer 
administering the same, with the city clerk ; and the 
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treasurer, clerk, comptroller, street commissioner, and 
sach other officers as the common council may direct, 
shall severally, before they enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices, execute to the city of Minne- 
apolis a bond, with at least two sureties satisfactory to 
the common council ; and such bonds shall contain 
such penal sum and such conditions as the common 
council may deem proper, and they may from time to 
time require new bonds, and remove from office any 
officer refusing or neglecting to give the same. 
DatiM of Major Sec. 2. The mayor shall take care that the laws of 
the state and the ordinances of the city are duly ob- 
served and enforced, and that all other executive offi- 
cers of the city discharge their respective duties. He 
shall from time to time give the common council such 
information and recommend such measures as he may 
deem advantageous to the city. The mayor shall be 
the chief executive officer and head of the police of 
the city, and shall appoint such police officers and 
watchmen, except when otherwise provided for; and 
in case of a riot or other disturbances, he may appoint 
as many special or temporary constables as he may 
deem necessary ; and any police officer or watchman 
appointed by the mayor as aforesaid may be discharged 
from office by him whenever in his opinion the welfare 
of the city may demand it, or a reduction of their 
number renders it necessary. 

All ordinances and resolutions shall, before they 
take effect, be presented to the mayor, and if he ap- 
prove thereof, he shall sign the same, and such as he 
shall not sign he shall return to the common council 
with his objections thereto, by depositing with the city 
clerk, to be presented to the common council at their 
next meeting thereafter ; and upon the return of any 
resolution or ordinance by the mayor, the same vote 
by which the same was passed shall be reconsidered, 
and if after such reconsideration the conmion council 
shall pass the same by a vote of two-thirds of those 
present and voting, it shall have 'the same effect as if 
approved by the mayor, and in such case the vote shall 
be by ayes and noes, which shall be entered in the 
record by the city clerk. If an ordinance or resolu- 
tion shaU not be returned by the mayor within five 
days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been^pie- 
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sented to him, the same shall have the same effect as 
if approved by him. 

Sec. 3. At the first meeting of the common council council to elect 
in each year, they shall proceed to elect by ballot from prendent, cte.r 
their number a president and a vice-president. The byuuot 
president shall preside over the meetings of the com- 
mon council, and during the absence of the mayor 
from the city or his inability from any cause to dis- 
charge the duties of his office, the said president shall 
exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties of 
the mayor. In case that the president shall be absent 
at any meeting of the common council, the vice-pres- 
ident shall act as presiding officer for the time being, 
and discharge the duties of said president. The pres- 
ident of the common council, while performing the du- 
ties of mayor, shall be styled the acting mayor, and acts 
performed by him while acting as mayor as aforesaid 
shall have the same force and validity as if performed 
by the mayor. The mayor and president and vice- 
president of the common council shall have the right 
to administer oaths and affirmations. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a clerk of said city, styled dty citrk-hiB 
the city clerk, who shall be elected by the common totfes 
council, and keep his office at the city hall or place 
of meeting of the common council, or such other place 
convenient thereto as the council may determine. He 
shall keep the corporate seal and all the papers and 
records of the city, and keep a record of the proceed- 
ings of the common council ; at whose meeting it shall 
be his duty to attend. Copies of all papers filed in 
office, and transcripts from all records of the common 
council, certified by him under the corporate seal, 
shall be evidence in all courts as if the original were 
produced. He shall draw and countersign all orders 
on the treasurer in pursuance of any order or resolu- 
tion of the common council, and keep a full and ac- 
curate account thereof in books provided for that pur- 
pose. The city clerk shall have power to administer 
oaths and affirmations. 

Sec. 5. The common council shall have power to coiadi to eieet 
elect an attorney for the city, who shall perform all attorney 
professional services incident to his office, and when 
required, shall furnish opinions upon any subject sub- 
mitted to him by the common council or its conunit- 
tees. 
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Dnues of Ttww- Seg. 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys be- 
"« longing to the city, including license money and fines, 

and keep accurate and detailed account thereof, in 
such manner as the common council shall from time 
to time direct. The treasurer shall exhibit to the 
common council, at least fifteen days before the annual 
election, or sooner if required by them, a full and de- 
tailed account of the receipts and expenditures after 
the date of the last annual report, and also of the state 
of the treasury, which account shall be filed with the 
clerk, and a copy of the same published in one or 
more of the city newspapers. He shall also report to 
the common council at such times and in such man- 
ner as they may require. 
Chief of Folic*- Sec. 7. There shall be a chief of police of said 
how appointed— city, who shall be appointed by the mayor by and 
hifdotiee Y^Hh the cousont of the common council, and who 

shall perform such duties as shall be prescribed by the 
common council for the preservation of the public 
peace. All police oflicers of said city shall possess 
the powers of constables at common law, or by the 
laws of this state; and it shall be their duty to exe- 
cute and serve all warrants, process, commitments, 
and fill writs whatsoever, issued by the city justice, 
for any violation of the laws of the . state of Minne- 
sota, or of the ordinances or by-laws of said city; and 
also all writs and process whatsoever, issued by the 
city justice in civil actions ; and they shall have au- 
thority to pursue and arrest any person fleeing from 
justice, in any part of this state ; and when perform- 
ing the duties of constables aforesaid, shall be enti- 
tled to like fees. Watchmen shall have authority to 
arrest and detain any person guilty of any breach of 
the peace, or of any violation of the laws of this 
state, or of the ordinances or by-laws of the city ; and 
for these purposes shall possess the powers of consta- 
bles at common law, while on duty, 
street commi»- Sec. 8. The commou council shall, at their first 
■ioQer to be meeting after the annual election, or an adjourment 
eiect«i by conn- thereof, olect by ballot a street commissioner, who 
shall hold his office for one year, and until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified. It shall be the duty of 
the street commissioner to superintend all work and 
improvements on the streets, bridges and public 
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gronnds of the city, to hire laborers, and carry into 
effect all orders and ordinances of the common coun- 
cil in relation to work or improvements upon the 
streets, roads, bridges, and public grounds, of the * 

city ; and he shall be required to execute a bond, with 
sureties satisfactory to the common council, condi- 
tioned for the faithful peribrmance of his duties, and 
that he will account for all moneys collected or re- 
ceived by him in his oflOicial capacity, or belonging to 
the city. 

Sec. 9. The common council shall, in the month j^^^^^^u^ia. 
of February in each year elect an assessor, who shall tiM 
be styled the city asssessor, who shall perform all the 
duties in relation to the assessing of property for the 
purpose of levying of all city, county and state taxes. 
And upon the completion of the assessment roll, he 
shall return the same to the common council, who 
may alter, revise and equalize the same, as they may 
deem it just and proper.

Skc. 10. The justices of the peace for the city, juiUcm of the 
styled the city justices, shall possess all the authority, eiJf^^j!^2i*r' 
power and rights of a justice of the peace of the 
county of Hennepin under the laws of this state, and 
shall have in addition thereto, jurisdiction to hear and 
try all complaints for violation of any provision or pro- 
visions of the city charter, or any ordinance, by-law, 
rule or regulation made or adopted under, or by vir- 
tue thereof, and of all cases cognizable before a jus- 
tice of the peace in which the city is a party, and of 
all writs, prosecutions and proceedings in the recov- 
ery of any fine, forfeiture or penalty under any by- 
law, ordinance or regulation of the said city or its 
charter, and in all cases of ofi*ences committed against 
the same. And the said city justices shall have jurisdic- 
tioa in cases of larceny, and may hear and try the 
same where the amount claimed to have been stolen, 
does not exceed the sum of twenty-five dollars. In 
all prosecutions for assaults, batteries and affrays, and 
for all other ofienses not indictable, and, in all civil 
suits or proceedings before said city justices, the same 
forms and proceedings shall be had and used, where 
not otherwise directed, as are established and required 
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to be had in civil and criminal actions, by the laws of 
this state before a justice of the peace ; and appeals 
from the judgment and decisions of said city justices 
shall be allowed as now provided by law for appeals 
from judgments rendered by justices of the peace. 
In all cases of convictions for assaults, batteries and 
afirays within said city, and in all cases of con- 
victions under any ordinances of the city for breach 
of the peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of 
ill-fame, or frequenting the same, and of keeping and 
maintaining disorderly and ill-governed houses, the 
said justices shall have power, in addition to the fines 
or penalty imposed, to compel said offenders to give 
security for their good behavior, and to keep the 
peace for a period not exceeding six months, and in a 
sum not exceeding five hundred dollars.

mitted within said city, the said justices shall be 

authorized to tax, with the other legal costs, one dollar 

for each trial ; and their residence in said city shall not 

deprive them of jurisdiction of actions brought in 

favor of or against said city, when said actions are 

otherwise within the jurisdiction of a justice of the 

peace : Provided^ That said fee of one dollar shall not 

be collected from the county of Hennepin, or city of 

Minneapolis. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the city comptroller dqum of city 
to report to the common council the financial condi- comptroller 
tion of the city, whenever the common council shall 
require. He shall make and keep a list of outstanding 
city bonds, to whom issued, for what purposes, when 
and where payable, and the rate of interest they 
respectively bear, and recommend such action to the 
common council as will secure the punctual payment 
of the principal and interest of such bonds. He shall 
report annually on or about the first day of April to 
the common council, an estimate of the expenses of 
the city, and likewise the revenue necessary to be 
raised for the current year ; and the fiscal year shall 
commence on the first day of April. He shall make 
or cause to be made estimates of the expenses of any 
work to be done by the city, and countersign all con- 
tracts made in behalf of the city, and certificates of 
work authorized by any committee of the common 
council or by any city officer. And every contract made 
in behalf of the city, or to which the city is a party, 
shall be void unless signed by the comptroller. 

The city comptroller shall keep regular Further duuet 
books of account, in which he shall enter all indebted- 
ness of the city, and which shall at all times show the 
precise financial condition of the city; the amount of 
bonds, orders, certificates, or other evidences of indebt- 
edness issued by the common council, the amount of 
all bonds, orders, certificates or other evidences of 
indebtedness which have been redeemed, and the 
amount of each outstanding, to countersign all 
bonds, orders or other evidences of indebtedness of 
the city, and to keep accurate accounts thereof, 
stating to whom and for what purpose issued, and

the amount thereof; to keep accounts with all 
receiving and disbursing officers of the city, showing 
the amount they have received from the different 
sources of revenue, and <fhe amount which they hare 
disbursed under the direction of the common council 
Sec. 16. He shall keep a list of all certificates issued 
for work or any other purpose, and before the levy by 
the common council of any special tax upon the 
property in the city, or any part thereof, shall report 
to the common council a schedule of all lots or parcels 
of land which may be subject to the proposed special 
tax or assessment, and also the amount of such special 
tax or assessment which it may be necessary to levy 
on such lots or parcels of land, which said schedule 
shall be certified by the affidavit of the comptroller 
and shall be prima facie evidence for the facts therein 
stated in all cases wherein the validity of such special 
tax or assessment shall come in question. 

The common council shall, if from such report they 
deem such special tax legal and just, cause the same 
to be levied in pursuance of the provisions of this act 
Sec. 17. If before the first day of January of any 
report to year, the amount expended, or to be expended charge- 
able to any city fund, (adding thereto the current ex- 
penses estimated for the remainder of the fiscal year 
and chargeable to such fund^ shall be equal to three- 
fourths of the tax authorized to be raised or revenae 
estimated for such fund ; he shall report at once the 
same to the common council, and he shall not coun- 
tersign any contract chargeable to such fund until the 
amount or taxes actually collected be ascertained; 
and during the remainder of the fiscal year he shall 
not countersign any contract the expenses of which 
shall exceed the revenue actually collected for the 
fund to which such expenses are properly chargeable. 
Sec. 18. The comptroller shall examine all the re- 
utr o"comptrtu ports, books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the city 
ler. treasurer, and from time to time shall perform such 

other duties as the common council may direct 

All claims and demands against the city, before 
they are allowed by the common council^ shall be 
audited and adjusted by the comptroller ; all orders 
on the treasurer shall be examined and countersigned 
by him before they are delivered by the city clerk. 
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And he shall keep a record of all his acts and doings, 
and keep a book in which he shall enter all contracts, 
with an index thereto; such record shall be open to 
the inspection of all parties interested. 

He shall not be interested directly or indirectly in 
any contract or job to which the city is a party, or in 
which the city is interested ; and any contract in which 
he may be interested shall be null and void. • 

Sec 19. The common council, at their first meeting coondi to ciMt 
in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, shall surr^yor. 
elect a city surveyor, who shall be a practical surveyor 
and engineer. He shall keep his office at some con- 
venient place in said city, and the common council 
shall prescribe his duties, and fix the fees and compen- 
sation for any services performed by him. All sur- 
veys, profiles, plans or estimates made by him for 
the city shall be the property of the said city, and 
shall be carefully preserved in the office of the sur- 
veyor, open to the inspection of persons interested ; 
and the same, together with all the books and papers 
appertaining to said office, shall be delivered over by 
the surveyor, at the expiration of his term of office, 
to his successor, or the common council. 

S£C. 20. The common council, at their first meeting council to ad.

may be, shall advertise for proposals to do the city ^^^^^ ^^ 
printing, giving public notice of not less than one ^ °** 
week, in such manner as the council may direct, that 
sealed bids shall be received by the clerk of the com- 
mon council for doing said printing. The bid or bids 
received by the clerk to do said printing shall be pub- 
licly opened and read by the clerk, at such time and 
place as the common council shall appoint, and the 
person or persons ofiering to do said printing for the 
lowest sum or price in any newspaper published in 
said city, and shall give satisfactory security for the 
performance of the work, shall be declared the city 
printer for the ensuing year, and in the newspaper 
designated in said accepted bid or proposal, shall be 
published all ordinances, by-laws, and other proceed-

the common council may make such other provision 
for publishing its ordinances, by-laws and matters re- 
quiring publication as it may think fit, anything herein 
contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 21. If any person, having been an officer of 
ftiaingto d«UTer s^id city, shall uot, withiu ten days after notification 
iNwkB, ete and request, deliver to his successor in office all prop- 

erty, books, papers and effects of every description in 
his possession belonging to said city, or pertaining to 
the office he may have held, he shall forfeit and pay 
to the use of the city, one thousand dollars besides all 
damages caused by his neglect or refusal so to deliver, 
and said successor may receive possession of such 
books, papers and effects, in the manner prescribed 
by the laws of this state. 
FBrthtr powen ^^^' ^2. The commou council shall have power at 
of ooimdi any time to require other and further duties to be per- 

formed by any officer whose duties are herein pre- 
scribed, not inconsistent with this act, and to appoint 
such other officers as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act, and to prescribe their 
duties, unless otherwise provided for, but no officer 
elected or appointed by the common council, or ap- 
pointed by the mayor as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be appointed for a longer term than one year, and un- 
til his successor is elected or appointed and duly 
qualified. 

The common council shall have the power, unless 
herein otherwise provided, to fix the compensation of 
all officers elected or appointed under this act, and 
such compensation shall be fixed by resolution ; and 
in regard to all offices created by this charter, the 
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compensation shall be fixed within three months from 
the first organization and meeting of the common 
council ; and the compensation so fixed shall not be 
changed previous to the annual city election in 1868; 
and after the present year, the compensation of of- 
ficers shall be fixed for the fiscal year in the month of 
April of each year, except for such offices as may 
hereafter be created, in regard to which the compen- 
sation shall be fixed at the time of the creation of SHch 
office, nor shall the compensation of any officer, after 
having been fixed, be increased or diminished during 
the term for which such officer was elected or un- 
pointed. No officer elected or appointed to office ap- 
der the provisions of this charter shall be a party to 
or interested in any contract in which the city is in 
terested, made while such officer is holding office. 

Sec. 23. The mayor or acting mayor, sheriff of the wbo fhaii b« 
county of Hennepin or his deputy or deputies, coro- ?««>• offlotn 
ner, and each alderman, the city justices, police of- 
ficers and watchmen, shall be officers of the peace, 
and may command the peace, suppress in a sum- 
mary manner all rioting and disorderly behavior 
within the limits of the city, and for such purposes 
may command the assistance of the by-standers, and, 
if need be, of all the citizens and military com- 
panies ; and if any person, bystander, military of- 
ficer or private shall refuse to aid in maintaining the 
peace when so required, each person shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of fifty dollars ; and in cases where 
the civil power may be required to suppress riots or 
disorderly behavior, the superior or senior officer pres- 
ent in the order mentioned in this section, shall direct 
the proceedings. 

CHAPTER IV. 

TEE COMMON COUNCIL — ITS GENERAL POWEBS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1. The aldermen shall constitute the com- who ahau oon- 
mon council, and the style of all ordinances shall be, stitxitoooimdi 
'^The common council of the city of Minneapolis do 
ordain," &c. The common council shall meet at such 
time and place as they by resolution may direct A 
majority of the aldermen shall constitute a quorum. 
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Ssa 2. The common council shall hold stated 
^^^ meetings, and the mayor may call special meetings, by 

notice to each of the members, to be delivered per- 
sonally or left at their u^ual place of abode. The 
common council shall be the judges of the election 
and qualifications of its own members, and in such 
cases shall have power to send for persons and papers, 
and shall also determine the rules of its own proceed- 
ings, and have power to compel the attendance of ab- 
sent members. 
Sec. 3. The common council shall have the man- 
mM <rf itol^! agement and control of the finances and all the prop- 
«w, etc erty of the city, and shall likewise, in addition to the 

power herein vested in them, have full power and 
authority to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, 
enforce, alter, modify, amend and repeal all such 
ordinances, by-laws, rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment and good order of the city, for the suppres- 
sion of vice and intemperance, and for the prevention 
of crime, as they shall deem expedient; they shall 
have power to establish and maintain a city prison and 
watch houses for the imprisonment custody and safe 
keeping of all persons arrested for or charged with any 
offence whatever, in any way cognizable before the 
city justice, to make all rules and regulations for the 
government and management of such prison and watch 
houses, to appoint keepers and other officers for the 
same, and prescribe their duties and fix their compen- 
sation. The keepers of said prison and watch house 
shall have and possess all the authority of a jailor at 
common law, or by the laws of the state. The com- 
Ftartbor poven. mou couucil shall havo fuU power and authority to 

declare and impose penalties and punishments, and .to 
enforce the same against any person or persons who 
may violate any of the provisions of any ordinance or 
by-law passed or ordained by them, and all such 
ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby declared to 
have all force of law : Provided^ That they be not 
repugnant to the constitution and laws of the United 
States or of this state, and for these purposes shall 
have authority by ordinance, resolution or by laws — 
JPirsP— -To license and regulate the exhibitions of 
common showmen, arid shows of all kinds, or the ex- 
hibitions of caravans, circuses, concerts or theatrical 
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performances, billiard tables, nine or ten-pin alleys, Farther pow«w 
bowling saloons, to grant licenses to and regulate 
auctions and auctioneers, to license tavern keepers 
and victualing house keepers and all persons dealing 
in spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors : Provided, 
That all license for so dealing in spirituous, vinous 
or fermented liquors shall not be less than twenty-five 
dollars a year, and no license shall be granted for a 
less term than one year, and all licences shall com- 
mence and terminate on the first Monday in May of 
each year. 

Second — To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of 
gambling and fraudulent devices and practices, and all 
playing of cards, dice or other games of chance, for 
the purpose of gambling in said city, and to restrain 
any person from sending, giving or dealing in spir- 
ituous, vinous or fermented liquors unless duly licensed 
by the common council. 

Third — To prevent any riots, disorderly assemblages 
in said city, and to provide for the arrest of and pun- 
ishment of any person or persons who shall be guilty 
of the same, to suppress disorderly houses, and houses 
of ill-fame, and to provide for the arrest and punish- 
ment of the keepers thereof, and' to authorize the 
seizure and destruction of all instruments used for the 
purpose of gambling. 

Fourth — To compel the owner or owners of any 
cellar, tallow-chandler shop, soap factory, tannery, 
stable, barn, privy, sewer or other unwholesome struc- 
ture or place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same 
from time to time, as often as may be deemed necessary 
for the health, comfort and convenience of the inhab- 
itants of said city. 

F^ih — ^To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets, breweries and distil- 
leries, and to establish rates for, and license vendors 
of gunpowder, and regulate the storage, keeping 
and conveying of gunpowder, or other combustible 
materials. 

Sixth — ^To prevent the encumbering of streets, side 
^alks, alleys, lanes and public grounds with carriages, 
carts, wagons, sleighs or other vehicles, or with boxes, 
lumber, fire wood, posts, awning or any other material 
or substance whatever. 
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Seventhr^Ta prevent and punish immoderate driving 
or riding in the streets, to regulate the speed of can 
^trtfacr poir«» *^^ locomotivos in said city, and to prevent their ob- 
structing the streets of said city, to compel persons to 
fasten their horses or other animals attached to ve- 
hicles or otherwise, while standing in the street, and to 
regulate places of bathing and swimming in the waters 
within the limits of the city. 

Eighth — ^To restrain the running at large of cattle, 
horses, mules, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to 
authorize the distraimng and sale of the same, and to 
impose penalties upon the owners of such ftnimftlfl for 
violation of the ordinance. 

Ninth — ^To prevent the running at large of dogs, and 
may impose a tax on the same, and authorize the 
destruction of the same in a summary manner, when 
at large contrary to the ordinance. 

Tenth — ^To prevent any person from bringing, depos- 
iting or having within said city any putrid carcass or 
other unwholesome substance, and to require the re- 
moval of the same by any person who shall have upon 
his premises any such substances, or any putrid or 
unsound meat, flesh or fish, or hides or skins of any 
kind, and to authorize the removal of the same at the 
expense of the owners. 

Eleventh — To establish and construct public pounds, 

{>umps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs and hydrants ; to erect 
amps and provide for the lighting of the city, and to 
control the erection of gas works or other works for 
lighting the streets, public grounds and public build- 
ings, and to create, alter and extend lamp districts ; to 
regulate and license hacks, carts, omnibuses, and the 
charges of hackmen, draymen, cabmen and onmibus 
drivers in the city. 

Ikjoelfth — ^To establish and regulate boards of health, 
provide hospitals and hospital grounds, and the registra- 
tion of births and deaths, and the returns of bills of 
mortality, and to regulate or prevent, if deemed expe- 
dient, the burial of the dead within the city limits. 

Thirteenth — ^To regulate the size and weight of bread 
and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread 
baked contrary thereto. 

Fourteenth — ^To prevent all persons riding or driving 
Any horse, mule, or ox or other animal on the side- 
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walks in said city, or in any [way] doing any dam- 
age to said sidewalks. 

Fifteenth — To prevent the discharging of fire-arms 
or crackers, and to prevent the exhibition of any fire- 
works in any situation which may be considered by 
the common council dangerous to the city, or any 
property therein, or annoying to any of the citizens 
thereof. 

Sixteenth — ^To prevent open and notorious drunken- 
ness and obscenity in the streets or public places of 
the city, and to provide for the arrest and punishment 
of all persons who shall be guilty of the same. 

Seventeenth — To restrain and regulate parties, run- 
ners, agents and solicitors for boats, vessels, stages, 
cars and public houses or other establishments. 

Eighteenth — ^To establish public markets and other 
public buildings, and make rules and regulations for 
the government of the same ; to appoint suitable offi- 
cers for overseeing and regulating such markets, and 
to restrain all persons from interrupting or interfering 
with the due observance of such rules and regulations. 

Nineteenth — To license and regulate butcher shops 
and stands for the sale of game, poultry, butchers' 
meats, butter, fish and other provisions. 

Tvyentieth — ^To regulate the place and manner of 
weighing and selling hay, and the measuring and 
selling of firewood, coal, peat and lime, and to appoint 
suitable persons to superintend. and conduct the same. 

Twenty-first — To compel the owner or occupant of 
bdldings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish 
from the sidewalk, street or alley opposite thereto, and 
to compel such owner or occupant to remove from the 
lot owned or occupied by him, all such substances as 
the board of health shall direct, and in his default to 
authorize the removal or destruction thereof by some 
officer at the expense of such owner or occupant. 

Itpenty'Seoemd — To regulate, control and prevent 
the lan(£ng of persons from boats, vessels or other 
conveyances whereon are contagious or infectious dis- 
eases or disorders, and to make such disposition of 
such persons as to preserve the health of the city. 

Ihoenty-third — ^To regulate the time, manner and 
place of holding public auctions and vendues. 

Jioenty-fburth — To provide for watchmen, and to 
9 
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Farther poven prescribe their number and duties and regulate tihe 
same, and to create and establish the police of said 
city, and to prescribe the number of police officers 
and their duties, and to regulate the same. 

Twenty-fifth — ^To provide by ordinance for a standard 
of weights and measures ; for the appointment of a 
city sealer, and require all weights and measures to 
be sealed by the city sealer ; and to provide for the 
punishment of the use of false weights and measures. 

Twenty-sixth — ^To regulate the inspection of flour, 
pork, beef, fish, salt, whisky, and other liquors and 
provisions; and to appoint inspectors, measurers, 
weighers and gangers ; to regulate their duties and 
prescribe their compensation. 

Twenty-seventh — To direct and regulate the plant- 
ing and preservation of ornamental trees in the streets, 
alleys, highways and public grounds of the city. 

Twenty-eighth — ^To remove and abate any nuisance 
injurious to the public health, and to provide for the 
punishment of all persons who shall cause or main* 
tain such nuisances. 

Twenty-ninth — To remove and abate any nuisance, 
obstruction or encroachment upon the streets, alleys, 
public grounds, and highways of the city.* 

Thirtieth — ^To do all acts and make all regulations 
which may be necessary and expedient for the pre- 
servation of their health, or the suppression of dis- 
ease, and to make regulations to prevent the intro-/ 
duction of contagious diseases into the city and to 
make quarantine laws and enforce the same within 
the city. 

Thirty-fi/rst — ^To restrain and punish vagrants, men- 
dicants, street beggars and provide for the punishment 
of the same. 

\ Thirty-second — ^Fines, penalties and punishments, 
imposed by the common council for the breach of any 
ordinance, by-law, or regulation of said city, may ex- 
tend to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and 
imprisonment in the city prison <jr county jail not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, or both, and to be fed on bread 
and water, at the discretion of the city justice; and 
offenders against the same may be required to give 
security for their good behavior, and to keep the peace 
for a period not exceeding six months, and in a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars. 
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Sec. 4. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and ordiiuuic«tob« 
by-laws. shall be passed by an affirmative vote of a pMMdi>y»™*- 
m^ority of the members of the common council ^^^^ "^ 
present, by ayes and noes, and publisfced in the offi- 
cial paper, before the same shall be in force, and shall 
be admitted as evidence in any court in the state, 
without further proof; they shall be recorded by the 
city clerk in books provided for that purpose. No 
appropriation shall be made without a vote of a ma- 
jority of the members of the council present in its 
favor, which vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and 
entered among the proceedings of the council. 

Sec. 5. The powers conferred upon the common Pw«»»>tto 
council to provide for the abatement or removal of 
nuisances, shall not bar or hinder suits, prosecutions, 
or proceedings in the courts, according to law. 

Sec. 6. The common council shall examine, audit, 
and adjust the accounts of the clerk, treasurer, street ^'*^* *® *"*** 

• • 1111 /*» a ■oooimts 

commissioners, city justice, and all other officers and 
agents of the city, at such times as they may deem 
proper, and also at the end of each year, and before 
the terms for which the officers of said city were 
elected or appointed shall have expired. And the 
common council shall require each and every such 
officer and agent to exhibit his books, accounts and 
vouchers for such examination and settlement, and if 
any such officer or agent shall refuse to comply with 
the orders of said council in the discharge of their said 
duties in pursuance of this section, or shall neglect 
or refuse to render his accounts, or present his books 
and vouchers to the council, or a committee thereof, it 
shall be duty of the common council to declare the 
office of such person vacant. And the common coun- 
cil shall institute suits and proceedings at law against 
any officer and agent of said city who may be found 
delinquent or defaulting in his accounts, or in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, and shall make a full re- 
cord of all such settlement and adjustment. 

Sec 7. The common council may, during their fis- coundi m«j is-

CHAPTER V. 

Section 1. The common council shall have power

government and police, for the opening, maintaining 
and improvement of public grounds, and the construc- 
tion of buildings and improvements of a general char- 
acter : Provided^ That such taxes shall in no year ex- 
ceed four mills upon a dollar of the assessed valua- 
tion. 

Sec. 2. The common council shall have power to 
levy a special tax upon all the taxable property in the 
city, olr of the different wards of the same, for the 
purpose of constructing, maintaining bridges and cul- 
verts, and opening, constructing, maintaining and re- 
pairing roads, highways, streets and alleys ; for the 
construction of reservoirs, cisterns, sewers, drains 
and street gutters, and grading of streets, and for 
other purposes conducive to good order and clean- 
liness, and to protection against crime, disease and 
fire: Provided^ That such taxes shall, in no year, 
exceed six mills upon a dollar of the assessed val- 
uation; and Provided^ fuTiher^ That for the im- 
provements in this section mentioned, the common 
council shall have power to assess the tax to pay the 
same upon the ward or wards benefitted by such im- 
provements, in such manner and to such extent as the 
common council may think just and equitable. The 
tax shall be apportioned upon a cash valuation of the 
property, which it shall be determined is liable to as- 
sessment for such improvements. No debt shall be 
incurred or created by the city, the common council, 
or any officer of the city, except pursuant to the au- 
thority herein expressly given for that purpose; and 
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no order or orders shall be issued upon the city treas- 
ury exceeding the amount of tax collected or assessed ^ 
and in process of collection. 

Sec. 3. The common council shall have power, and 
it shall be the duty of the common council, to levy p^5S to*° ^ 
annually, upon the taxable property of said city, taxes 
sufficient to pay all bonds or other indebtedness due 
and payable in any year, and the interest on bonds or 
other indebtednsss .due or payable in any year unless 
that, previously to the first day of September in each 
year, some other adequate provision has been made 
for the payment of the same.

STREETS, BRIDGES AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 
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Section 1. The common council of said city shall

power to build and keep in repair bridges, lay out, 
open, alter and vacate public squares, highways, 
streets, lanes and alleys, and widen or straighten the 
same, and to take grounds for the site of public build- 
ings, subject to the assessment of damages as herein- 
after provided.

reservoirs, cisterns, gutters, sewers and sidewalks 
within the city and to direct and control the persons 
employed thereon ; and all such improvements shall 
be superintended by the street commissioner.

qualified electors of the city, and one of whom at least 
shall be a resident of the ward in which is situated 
the property proposed to be taken^ to view the prem- 
ises, and assess the damages which may be occasioned 
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by the taking of snch proplBrty. Said commissioners 
#8hall be notified, as soon as practicable, by the city 
clerk to attend at his office on a day fixed by him, for 
the purpose of qualifying and entering upon their da- 
ties; and in case any such commissioner, upon being 
so notified, shall neglect or refuse to attend as afore- 
said, he shall forfeit and pay to the city a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars, and may be prosecuted therefor 
before the city justice, as in the case of fines imposed 
for the violation of any city ordinance, by-law or reg- 
nlation ; and the commissioners in attendance shall be 
authorized to fill all vacancies by the selection of a 
proper person or persons, or anplication may be made 
to the district judge aforesaid, to fill the vacancy. 
The commissioners shall be sworn by the city clerk, commiHionen 
or any other officer authorized to administer oaths, to tobeiwornj 
discharge their duties as commissioners in the matter 
with impartiality and fidelity, and to make due return 
of their actions and doings to the common council, 
which said oath shall be reduced to writing and sub- 
scribed by said commissioners, and which, together 
with the appointment of said commissioners, (which 
shall also be in writing) shall be filed with the city 
clert 

The said commissioner shall, with all reasonable dis- 
patch, with the assistance of the city surveyor, cause 
a survey and plat of the said improvement or grounds 
to be made and filed with the city clerk, exhibiting as 
far as practicable the land or parcels of property pro- 
posed to be taken, or which may be damaged thereby, 
and shall thereupon fix a time and place when they 
will meet to assess the damages for the property to be 
taken, or that may be damaged by the proposed im- 
provement Such time shall be sufficient to give per- 
sonal notice to the owners or their agents of the prop- 
erty to be taken or injured ; the clerk of the common 
council shall thereupon inmiediately cause a notice 
in writing of the time, place and purpose of the meet- 
ing of the commissioners, to be served on each of the 
owners (or their agents) of said property, and proof 
of service shall be made and filed with the report of 
the commissioners. In case any of such owners are 
non-residents of the state, such notice shall be mailed 
to them at their residence, and if their residence is 
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unknown, and cannot be ascertained upon diligent 
DatiM of com- inquiry, such fact must appear by affidavit, and in % 
miMionen such caso uotico shall be given by publication in the 

city paper for the space of four week's, said notice to 
be published at least once in each week. If any such 
owners are infants, a guardian must be appointed be- 
fore the damages are assessed, and notice given to the 
guardian. And the like notice shall be served upoi 
lessees, mortgagees and judgment creditors. 

At the time and place designated in such notice the 
commissioners shall proceed to view the premises; 
may hear any evidence offered by the parties inter 
ested, and adjourn from day to day for said purpose. 
When their said hearing aforesaid shall be concluded, 
they shall determine and assess the damages to be paid 
to the owner or owners of each parcel of property pro- 
posed to be taken, or which may be damaged by such 
improvement, and in so doing shall take into consid- 
eration the value of the property proposed to be taken, 
and such other damages as may be incidental thereto, 
and also the advantages which shall accrue to such 
owner or owners, in making such improvement. If 
there should be any building standing in whole or in 
part upon the land to be taken, the said commissioners 
shall, in each case, determine the amount of damages 
which should be paid to the owner or owners thereof^ 
in case such building or as much thereof as might be 
necessary, should be taken, and also determine and 
assess the amount of damages to be paid to such owner 
or owners, in case he or they should elect to remove 
such building, and the damages in relation to buildings 
shall be assessed separately from the damages in rela- 
tion to land upon which they are erected. If the land 
and buildings belong to different persons, or if the land 
be subject to lease, mortgage, judgment or other lien, 
or if there be any estate in it less than an estate in fee, 
the injury or damage done to such persons or interests 
respectively may be awarded to them by the commis- 
sioners, less the benefit resulting to them from the 
improvements. 

Said commissioners, having ascertained and assessed 
to report to ooon- the damages as aforesaid, shall make and file with the 
^ city clerk a written report to the common council of 

their action in the premises, embracing a schedule or 
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assessment of the damages in each case, with a descrip- 
tion of the land and the names of the owners, if known 
to them, and also a statement of the costs of the pro- 
ceedings. Upon such report being filed in the office 
of the city clerk, said city shall cause to be published 
in the official paper of said city a notice to the effect 
that said assessment had been returned and filed, and 
that the same will be confirmed by the common coun- 
cil, at a meeting then to be named in said notice, and 
shall be at least ten days after the publication thereof, 
unless objections are made in writing by persons in- 
terested in any lands required to be taken. Any per- 
sons interested in buildings, in whole or in part, upon 
land to be taken, shall, on or before [the] time specified 
in said notice, notify the common council, in writing, 
of their election to remove said buildings (if they so 
elect) according to the award of the commissioners. 

The common council, upon the day fixed for the con- ^^^^^ to act on 
sideration of said report, or at any subsequent meeting report 
to be held, the same may stand oyer or be referred, 
shall have power in their discretion to confirm, revise 
or annul the assessment and to discontinue or post- 
pone indefinitely the whole proceeding, giving due 
consideration to the claims and objections interposed 
by the parties interested. 

The damages assessed shall be paid, or tendered or Damages-bow ; 
deposited, and set apart in the city treasury, to and for <«8p<»«i o1 
the use of the parties entitled thereto, within one year 
from the confirmation of said assessment and report, 
and the land required to be taken shall not be appro- 
priated or used by the public until the damages 
assessed therefor to the owner thereof shall be paid or 
tendered to the owner or his agent, or deposited and set 
apart for his use as aforesaid ; and in case the said city 
shall be unable to determine to whom the damages in 
any particular case so awarded should be paid, or in 
case of disputed claims in relation thereto, the damages 
in such case may be deposited, by order of the com- 
mon council, in the district court of Hennepin county, 
in the same manner as moneys are paid into court, 
until claimants and parties shall substantiate their 
claims thereto. 

In case the owner or owners of any building as 
aforesaid ( shall have elected in the manner afore-

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said to remove his or their buildings, he or they shall 
ownen neglect- SO remove the same within thirty days from the confir- 
ing to remoTe mation of such roport, or within such further time as 
™*i"^l!^™" ^^® common council may allow for such purpose, and 
.shall thereupon be entitled to payment from the city 
of the amount of damages awarded in such case, in 
case of removal. When such person or persons shall 
not have elected to remove such buildings, or shall 
have neglected (after such election) to remove the 
same within the time prescribed, such buildings, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, upon payment or 
depositing the damages awarded for taking in man- 
ner aforesaid, may then be taken and appropriated, 
sold or disposed of, in such manner as the common 
council shall direct, and the same or the proceeds 
thereof shall belong to the city. 

When any known owner of lands or tenements, 
affected by the proceedings under this act, shall be an 
infant, or labor under any legal disability, the judge of 
the district court, or court commissioner for said 
county of Hennepin, may upon the application of the 
aforesaid commissioners, or of the mayor of the city, or 
of the party laboring under such disability, or his next 
friend, appoint some suitable person as guardian for 
said person, which guardian shall stand in all respects 
for and in the place 'of the party whom he represents 
in the proceedings. 

Any person feeling aggrieved by such assessments, 
Diay, by notice in writing served on the mayor of said 
city, a oopy whereof, with proof of service, shall be 
filed in the office of the clerk of the district court, in 
said Hennepin county, within twenty days after the 
confirmation of such report or assessment of damages, 
appeal from such assessment to the district court 
aforesaid. Such appeal shall be tried by the court, or 
jury, or both, as in ordinary cases; but no pleading 
shall be required, and the party appealing shall spec- 
ify, in the notice of appeal, the grounds of objection to 
such assessment, and shall not be entitled to have 
any other objections than those so specified consid- 
ered; and a transcript of such report, certified by the 
city clerk, or the original thereof, shall he prima facia 
evidence of the facts therein stated ; and that said 
assessment was regular and just, and made in con* 
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formity to law, and that all proper notices were giv- 
en, and proper proceeding had. The judgment of the judgment of Di«- 
district court thereon shall be final. Such appeal trict comttobe 
shall be entered and brought on for trial and be gov- ^•^ 
erned by the same rules in other respects as appeals 
from justices of the peace in civil actions. And the 
property shall not be taken until said appeal is heard 
and determined. 

CHAPTER Vn. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 1. The common council, for the purpose of ToppeacHbe am 
guarding against the calamities of fire, shall have **™*** 
power to prescribe the limits within which wooden 
buildings or other buildings, the material or construc- 
tion of which shall be regarded as dangerous to sur- 
rounding property, shall not hereafter be erected, 
placed or repaired, and to direct, that all and any 
buildings within the limits prescribed, shall here- 
after be built and constructed in such manner and of 
such materials, as, in the judgment of the common 
council, shall not be dangerous to surrounding prop- 
erty, and to prohibit the repairing or rebuilding of 
wooden buildings within the fire limits, when the same 
shall have been damaged by fire or otherwise, to the 
extent of fifty per cent, of the value thereof, and to 
prescribe the manner of ascertaining such damages. , 

The common council shall have power, by resolution, t© remove dwi- 
to order any building, structure, or .materials therefor, geroua buildings 
hereafter erected or in process of erection, of which 
the construction or materials may be dangerous to 
surrounding property, to be taken down or removed 
beyond the fire limits of the city, and shall have power 
to prescribe the notice to be given to the owner or 
agent to remove such building, and in case the same 
is not removed in pursuance of the notice given, to 
order the same taken down, removed by the police, 
or in such manner as the common council may see fit. 
And the common council may prescribe penalties for 
the violation of any of the provisions of this section, 
or of any ordinance made or enacted to carry out the 
provisions thereof, not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
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which may be imposed by a city justice, upon the 
complaint of any citizen. 

Further powers ^^^' ^' "^^ common couucil shall have power to 
in reference to prevent the dangerous construction and condition of 



fires. 



chimneys, fireplaces, hearts, stoves, stove pipes, 
ovens, boilers, and apparatus used in and about any 
building, and to cause the same to be removed, or 
placed in a safe or secure condition, when consid- 
ered dangerous. 

To prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places, 
and the throwing of ashes into the streets and alleys. 

To require the inhabitants to provide as many fire 
buckets, and in such manner and time as they shall 
prescribe, and to regulate the use of them in time of 
fire. 

To regulate and prevent the canning on of manu- 
factures dangerous in causing or promoting fires. 

To regulate and prevent the use of fire arms and 
fireworks. 

To compel owners or occupants of buildings to have 
scuttles in the roofs^ and stairs or ladders to the same. 

To authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens and 
other oflScers of the city to keep away from the vicin- 
ity of any fire, all idle and suspected persons, and to 
compel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of 
fires and the preservation of property exposed to 
danger thereat, and generally to establish such regu- 
lations for the prevention and extinguishment of fires 
as the common council may deem expedient 

Sec. 3. The common council shall have power to 
purchase fire engines and all other apparatus which 
may be required for the extinguishment of fires, and 
to authorize the formation of fire engine, hook and 
ladder and hose companies, and to provide for the 
proper support and regulation of the same, and to 
order such companies to be disbanded, their public 
meetings prohibited and their apparatus to be given 
up. 

Every member of each company which m^y be au- 
«i^TwmI^ thorized to be formed shall be exempt from highway 

work and poll tax, from serving on juries, and from 
military duty during the continuance of such member- 
ship. 

Sec. 4. The common council shall have power to 
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appoint the chief engineer and two assistant engi- conncu to ap- 
neers of the fire department, and also one fire warden po^t chief «ngi- 
in each ward, and to prescribe the duties of such of- ^^* 
fleers. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person shall refuse to obey p^^^ ,„ ^ 
any lawful order of any engineer, fire warden, mayor fusing to ob^y 
or aldermen, at any fire, it shall be lawful for the oflBicer engineers, fire 
giving such order to arrest, or to direct orally any ^■«*«*»» ^ 
constable, police officer, watchman or any citizen, to 
arrest such person, and to confine him temporarily in 
any safe place, until such fire shall be extinguished ; 
and in the same manner such officers, or any of them, 
may arrest, or direct the arrest and confinement, of 
any person at such fire who shall be intoxicated or dis- 
orderly ; and any person who shall refuse to obey any 
such la^vful order, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid 
in arresting any person so refusing to obey, shall be 
liable to such penalty as the common council may 
prescribe, not exceeding a fine of fifty dollars. 

Sec. 6. For the present, and until the same are es- nreumita 
tablished or changed by the common council of said 
city, the fire limits of the city of Minneapolis shall be 
the same as heretofore established by an ordinance of 
the board of supervisors of the town of Minneapolis 
on the 16th day of April, a. Dt 1866; and any build- 
ing, of which the construction or materials or uses to 
which the same is put, shall expose neighboring build- 
ings to great danger of fire, and which shall hereafter 
be erected within said limits, shall be deemed a nui- 
sance, and may be dealt with as provided in the first 
section of this chapter; and any person who shall 
erect, or commence to erect, any such building within 
said fire limits, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and punished by a fine imposed by a city 
justice not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec 7. For the purpose of providing fire engines JJ;';^^",;;,^ 
and other apparatus for the extinguishing of fires, of ^to 
constructing engine houses, cisterns and reservoirs, 
the common council of said city are hereby author- 
ized to issue the bonds of said city to an amount nee* 
essary, but not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, at 
a rate of interest not exceeding ten per cent, per anunm, 
and payable in not less than one year nor more than 
six years, the interest to be payable annually or semi- 
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annually, as the common council may determine ; and 
said bonds may be of such denomination as said coun- 
cil may determine. And the common council shall 
have power to apportion the tax to be levied to pay 
said bonds or interest upon the different wards in -such 
manner as they shall deem just, and in proportion to 
the benefits received by the several wards, but upon 
a cash valuation of the property charged with the ex* 
pense. 

CHAPTER Vm. 
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STREET GRADES AND SIDEWALKS. 

Sec. 1. The common council may cause to be estab- 
lished from time to time, and as rapidly as the con- 
venience of the inhabitants may require, under the di- 
rection of the city surveyor, the grade of all streets, 
sidewalks^ and alleys in said city, and it shall cause 
accurate profiles thereof to be made and kept in the 
office of the city surveyor. 

Sec 2. Whenever the common council shall deem 
it necessary to construct or repair any sidewalk in 
said city of Minneapolis, they shall require the street 
commissioner to notify all owners and occupants of 
any lot or lots or parcels of land adjoining such side- 
walk to construct or repair the same at his or their 
own proper expense and charge, within a certain time 
designated by the publication in the official paper of 
said city, for not less than two weeks, of a notice to 
said owners or occupants, setting forth what work is to 
be done, and the character of the same, by such owners 
or occupants, and the time within which they are re- 
quired to do the same. 

Seo. 3. If such work is not done and the said side- 
walks not built or repaired in the manner and within 
iTnot don6***^by *^® time prescribed, the common council may order 
lot ownen the samo to be done by the street commissioner at the 

expense of the lots and parcels of land adjoining said 
sidewalks, and said expenses shall be assessed upon 
such lots and psu-cels of land so chargeable, by the 
street commissioner, and returned by him to the com- 
mon council. And said assessment so made and re- 
turned, if approved by the conmion council, shall be- 
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come a lien upon said lots and parcels of land, as in 
case of city, county and state taxes.

The common council shall have authority n^y contract for 
to contract with any person, persons or corporation for ughting streets 
the lighting of such streets or parts of streets and 
public places as they shall deem proper for the con- 
venience and safety of the inhabitants. 

The common council may permit the laying May permit uy- 
of gas pipes in any and all the streets, alleys, highways *^o' gwpipM 
and public grounds of the city ; but in all cases the 
common council shall regulate the laying of the same, 
so that said gas pipes may not at any time interfere 
with the construction of common sewers or the lateral 
branches thereof, or with the proper and convenient 
location of water mains and pipes, and may at any 
time require the location of any gas pipe to be changed, 
if the same shall be found to interfere with the proper 
and convenient location of common sewers or water 
mains and pipes. 

Sec, 3. The common council may permit any partjr 
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Uttj uj w»t« or corporation to lay water mains and pipes in any 

and all streets, alleys, highways and public grounds of 
the city, and shall regulate the position of the same, 
so that they shall not obstruct or interfere with com- 
mon sewers or with the proper drainage of the city.

Amends inoorpo. SECTION 1. That the act entitled "An act to incor- 
ntionact porate the city of Winona," passed March 6, 1857, and 

the acts' amendatory thereof are hereby amended so 

as to read as follows : 

CHAPTER L 
SscTiOH 1. All that part of the county of Winons 
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in the State of Minnesota, contained in the limits and city of winoM 
boundaries hereinafter described, shall be a city, and to be inoorpo- 
the inhabitants thereof shall be and form a municipal "*** 
corporation, under the name and style of "The City of 
Winona," and shall have the powers generally pos- 
sessed by muniqipal corporations at common law, and 
in addition thereto shall possess the powers hereinafter 
specifically granted, and be capable Of contracting and 
being contracted with, sueing and being sued, plead- 
ing and being impleaded in all courts of law and equity, 
and shall have a common seal and may change and 
alter the same at pleasure ; and also take, hold, pur- 
chase, lease and convey such real and personal and 
mixed estate, as the purposes of the city may require, 
within or without the limits thereof. 

Sec. 2. That territory included within the following Boundariei 
boundaries shall constitute the city of Winona : Be- 
ginning at a point in the middle of the Mississippi 
river intersected by a continuation north of the east 
Une of section No. twenty-five (25), in township No.

All that part of said district which lies between the 
middle of said Johnson street and its extension to the 
south line of said city, and the middle of Market street 
and its extension to the south line of said city, shall 
constitute the second ward. 

All that part of said district which lies east of the 
middle of the said Market street, and its extension to 
the south line of said city, shall constitute the third 
ward: Provided^ however, that the boundaries of 
said wards may be changed or new wards created by 
ordinance of the city council of said city, adopted by 
a unanimous vote of all the members of said council. 
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CHAPTEK II. 

Section 1. Each ward shall constitute an election 
district, and the judges of election shall be appointed, 
and the places for holding elections therein be desig- 
nated by the city council : Provided^ Whenever at 
any election it shall appear that more than six hun- 
dred votes have been cast in any one election dis- 
trict it shall be the duty of the city council, at least 
sixty days prior to the holding of another election, to 
divide such district into two or more districts, and at 
the proper time to appoint judges of election, and 
designate ^the places of holding elections therein. 

Sfic. 2. The annual election of city officers shall be 
held on the first Monday of April in each year, and 
the polls kept open in the several districts at the 
places designated by the city council, from nine o'clock 
in the forenoon until five o'clock in the afternoon of 
the same day. Notice of the time and place of holding 
such election shall be given by the recorder, by pub- 
lishing such notice for two successive weeks in the 
official newspaper of the city. 

Sec. 3. The officers to be chosen by the people 
eieeciTtt offlowa.! shall be a mayor, two aldermen for each*ward, a 

treasurer, an assessor and two justices of the peace, 
and the city council shall at their first regular meet- 
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ing after the general city election in each year, ap- 
point a recorder, marshal, surveyor^ attorney and street 
commissioner, and all other oflScers necessary for the 
proper management of the affairs of said city, as pro- 
vided by this act, or as the city council may from time 
to time direct. 

Sec. 4. All officers of the city, elected or appointed, Tarmof oiiu». 
shall hold their respective offices for the term of one 
year, or until their successors are elected or ap- 
pointed, except the aldermen and justices of the peace, 
who shall severally hold their respective offices for 
two years : Provided^ That the city council shall have 
power to expel any of their members and remove from 
office any officer of the city by a vote of two-thirds of 
all the members of the city council. But no officer 
shall be so expelled or removed except for due cause, 
nor unless furnished with the charges in writing, and 
heard in his defence, and the city council shall have 
the power to compel the attendance of witnesses and 
the production of papers necessary for trial, and shall 
proceed within ten days to hear and determine the 
case.

take the oath or afSrmation prescribed by the general 
statutes of this state to be taken by judges of elec- 
tion ; said judges shall have power to appoint clerks 
and to administer the necessary oaths. Said elections 
shall be held and conducted in the same manner and 
under the same penalties, and vacancies in the board 
of judges of election filled, as prescribed by the general 
statutes of this state concerning elections. 

Sec. 9. When any city election is closed and the 
canvass of votes completed as by law required, the 
judges of election shall enclose the returns of such 
election in a cover, seal the same, and, together with 
th^ ballots cast, and the list of votes used, deliver the 
same to the recorder, who shall forthwith canvass said 
returns, and give notice of their respective elections to 
each of the persons' so elected. 

Sec. 10. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of mayor, such vacancy shall be filled by a new 
election, which shall be immediately ordered and held 
within twelve days after such vacancy shall occur. 
Any vacancy occurring in any other office shall be 
filled by the city council. The person elected or ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy, shall hold his office and dis- 
charge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and 
with the same rights and subject to the same liabili- 
ties, as the person whose office he may be elected or 
appointed to fill. 

Sec 11. Special elections to fill vacancies, or for 
any other purpose, shall be held and conducted and 
the returns thereof shall be made in the same form and 
manner as general or annual elections, and within 
such time as may be prescribed by ofdinance. 

All elections by the people shall be by 
ballot, and a plurality of votes shall constitute an 
election. Whenever two or more candidates for an 
elective office shall receive an equal number of votes 
for the same office, the election shall be determined 
by the casting of lots in the presence of the city coun- 
cil, at such time and in such manner as said council 
may direct.

CHAPTER m. 

OFFICEBB — THEIR POWERS ARD D1TTIE& 

Sbotiok 1. Every person elected or appointed to oflieen to tak« 
any office under this act, shall, before he enters upon oa.th mA «!▼• 
the duties of his office, take and subscribe an oath of ^^^"^ 
office, and file the same, duly certified by the officer 
administering the same, with the recorder of the city ; 
and the treasurer and marshal, and such other officers 
as the city council may direct, shall severally, before 
they enter upon the duties of their respective offices, 
execute to the city of Winona a bond, with at least 
two sureties, to be approved by the city council, and 
such bond shall contain such conditions as the city 
council may deem proper. They may also from time 
to time require new or additional bonds, and remove 
from office any officer refusing or neglecting to give 
the same. 

Sec. 2. The mayor shall, when present, preside over Mayor to pn- 
the meetings of the city council, and take care that ^^•^'*"*^^ 
the laws of the state and ordinances of the city be ™** 
strictly enforced and duly observed, and that all other 
executive officers of the city discharge their respective 
duties. The mayor or any two aldermen may call 
special meetings of the city council. He shall in- 
spect the conduct of all subordinate officers, and 
cause negligence and persistant violation of duty to 
be prosecuted and punished, and may also require of 
any officer of the city, whenever he may deem it nee- 
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cessary, an exhibit of his books and papers. He shall 
from time to time communicate to the city conncil, 
recommending such measures as he may deem advan- 
tageous to the city. He shall be authorized to take 
acknowledgments of deeds and other instruments of 
writing requiring to be acknowledged, and to admin> 
ister any oath authorized to be taken by the laws of 
this state. He shall have power to execute all acts 
that may be required of him by any ordinance made in 
pursuance of this act, and is hereby authorized to call 
upon every male inhabitant of said city over the age 
of eighteen years, to aid in ejiforcing the laws and 
ordinances, and in case of riot to call out the militia 
to aid him in suppressing the same, or carrying into 
effect any law or ordinance. Any person who shall 
not obey such call, shall forfeit to said city a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars nor less than five dollars. 

Sec. 3. In case the mayor shall be guilty of any 
wilful oppression or corrupt partiality in the discharge 
of his official duties, he shall be liable to indictment, 
and on conviction thereof shall pay a fine of not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars, and be removed from 
office. 

Sec. 4. In case the mayor shall be absent from any 
meeting of the city council, they shall proceed to elect 
of their own number a temporary presiding officer, who 
for the time shall discharge the duties of mayor. In 
case of the absence of the mayor from the city, or his 
inability for any reason to discharge the duties of his 
office, the said council shall elect by ballot from their 
own number an officer who shall be styled acting 
mayor, and all acts performed by him shall have the 
same force and validity as if performed by the mayor. 

Sec. 5. The recorder shall keep the corporate seal, 
and all the papers and records of said city, attend the 
meetings of the city council, and keep a correct record of 
the proceedings of the same, and of rules and ordinances 
made or passed by said council. Copies of all papers, 
and transcripts from the records of the city, certified 
by him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all 
courts in like manner as if the originals were produced. 
He shall have power to administer oaths and take 
acknowledgments of deeds or other instruments in 
writing requiring to be acknowledged before an oSr 
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cer. The recorder shall draw and countersign all 
orders on the city treasury in pursuance ot any order 
or resolution of the city council, and keep a full and 
accurate account thereof, and of all receipts and ex- 
penditures of the city and its officers so far as he can 
ascertain the same, in books to be provided for that 
purpose. He shall report to the council annually, on 
or about the first day of August, a detailed estimate of 
the probable expenses of the city for the ensuing year, 
and the revenue necessary to be raised therefor. The 
fiscal year of the city shall commence on the first day 
of September. The recorder shall also countersign all • 

contracts made in behalf of the city, and all certificates 
of work done, issued to any person by said city. He 
shall examine the books, vouchers and accounts of the 
city treasurer; and of all receipts issued by said treas- 
urer for money received on behalf of said city, dupli- 
cates shall forthwith be filed in the office of the recorder. 

Sec. 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys be- wd^t of tnti- 
longing to the city and keep an accurate an<l detailed uw 
account thereof in such manner as the city council 
shall from time to time direct. The treasurer shall 
exhibit to the city council, at least fifteen days before 
the annual election, or at such other time as the city 
council may direct, a detailed account of all receipts 
and disbursements made by him since the date of his 
last report, which shall be filed with the recorder. 
The treasurer shall also exhibit to any committee ap- 
pointed by the city council for that purpose the funds 
in the treasury, and deliver to such committee, upon 
demand, all vouchers for cancellation. 

Sec 7. The marshal shall execute all orders made Dati6Bofm«p. 
and perform such duties as are prescribed by the city ■**•" 
council for the collection of tolls, license moneys and 
fines ; for the preservation of the public peace, for the 
good order, cleanliness and government of said city, 
and for all other purposes. He shall possess the pow- 
ers of constables at common law and u:nder the stat- 
utes of this state, and receive like fees. The marshal 
shall also have power, by and with the consent of the 
city council, to appoint one or more deputies, for 
whose acts he shall be responsible, and whom he may 
remove at pleasure. Every such deputy shall, before 
entering upon his official duties, take an oath of office, 
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which oath and appointment shall be filed with the 
city recorder.

The mayor, sheriflF of Winona county, and who to be oa- 
each and every alderman and justice of the peace, c«r8ofthepe«o« 
marshal, deputy marshal, and all police officers of 
the city, shall be officers of the peace, and may 
command the peace, and suppress in a summary 
manner all riotous behavior within the limits of 
said city, and for such purpose may command the 
assistance of all by-standers. And if any person so 
commanded shall refuse to aid in maintaining the 
peace, every such person shall pay a fine of twenty- 
five dollars. 

Sec. 13. The city council shall have power from Further pow«n 
time to time to require other and further duties to ©fcoundi 
be performed by any officer whose duties are herein 
prescribed, and to appoint such other officers as may 
be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of 
this act, and to prescribe their duties, and to fix the 
compensation of all officers elected or appointed by 
them. Such compensation shall be fixed at the 
time such office is created, or at the commencement 
of the year, and shall not be increased or diminished 
during the term for which such officer shall have 
been elected or appointed. The city council may at 
any time fix the compensation of any officer or 
committees for any incidental service by them per- 
formed. 

Sec. 14. Any person having been an officer of said p^naitj for re- 
city shall within ten days after notification and ftwingtodeuver 
request deliver to his successor in office all prop- *>oo^«*«- 
erty, books, papers and effects of every description 
in his possession, belonging to said city or pertain- 
ing to the office he may have held ; if he fail so to 
do within the time required, he shall forfeit and 
pay to the use of the city one hundred dollars, be- 
sides all damages caused by his neglect or refusal 
so to deliver, and such successor may recover the 
possession of such books, papers and effects in the 
manner prescribed by the laws of this State in cases 
of unlawful detention of property. 

Sec. 15. The city council shall examine and adjust council to exam- 
the accounts of the treasurer, marshal, recorder, ine booki of cer- 
and all other officers and agents of the city at such *^°®"**" 
times as they may deem proper, and at the end of 
each year and before the term for which such 
13 
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officers were elected or appointed has expired. And 
the city council shall require each and every such 
officer or agent to exhibit his books, accounts and 
vouchers for such examination and settlement; and 
if any such public officer or agent shall refuse to 
comply with the order of said council in discharge 
of their duties in pursuance hereof, the saSd council 
shall declare the office held by such person vacant, 
and may commence suit or proceedings at law against 
any such officer or agent who may be found delin- 
quent or defaulting in his accounts, or in the 
discharge of his official duties. The said council 
shall make full record of all such settlements and 
adjustments.

Dutiw of dty immediately after the publication of any notice, 
ordinance, resolution or other matter which by this 
act is, or by city ordinance shall be required to be 
published, shall file with the recorder a copy of such 
publication, with his affidavit or the affidavit of his 
foreman, of the length of time the same has been 
published, and such affidavit or affidavits shall be 
conclusive evidence of the publication of such notice, 
ordinance, resolution or other matter.

CHAPTER IV. 

THE CITY COUNCIL — GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Who to oonrti- SECTION 1. The mayor and the aldermen of the sev- 
tnte dty coandi eral wards shall constitute the city council, and the style 

of all ordinances shall be : ^ The city council of the 
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city of Winona do ordain.'' The city council shall 
meet at such time and place as they shall direct, and 
a majority shall constitute a quorum. The city council 
shall determine the rules of its proceedings, and be 
judges of the election and qualification of their own 
members, and shall have the power to compel the at- 
tendance of absent members. 

Sec 2. The city council shall have the management vvwm of atf 
and control of the finances and of all the property of the ^^'""^ 
city, and shall likewise have full power and authority to 
make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter, 
modify, correct and repeal all ordinances, rules and 
by-laws for the government and good order of the city,^ 
and for the suppression of vice, as they may deem 
expedient, declaring and imposing penalties, and to 
enforce the same against any person or persons who 
may violate any of the provisions of such ordinances, 
rules, by-laws, and such ordinances, rules and by- 
laws are hereby declared to be, and have the force of 
law, and for these purposes shall have authority, by 
ordinances, resolutions or by-laws : Provided^ That 
they be not repugnant to the constitution of the United 
States or of this state. 

First — ^To license and regulate the exhibition of Farther powen 
common showmen, or shows of any kind, or the exhibi- 
tion of caravans, circuses, or theatrical performances, 
billiard tables, bowling saloons or alleys, and to pro- 
vide for the abatement and removal of all nuisances 
nnder the ordinances, or at common law, or under this 
act, and to grant licenses and to regulate groceries, tav- 
erns, victualing houses, and all persons vending or deal- 
ing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicat- 
ing liquors : Provided^ That the license for so dealing 
in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicating 
liquors shall be not less than ten dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars a year. 

Second — ^To restrain and prohibit all E. O. or rou- 
lette tables, faro, or faro banks, gambling tables, and pnrther pow«r« 
all gaming with cards, and to prohibit all gambling 
devices whatever from being set up or used for gam- 
bling purposes, and to prohibit all descriptions of gam- 
ing and fraudulent devices and practices, and playing 
of cards, dice or other games of chance for the pur- 
poses of gaming in said city, and to restrain and pro* 
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Further powT. hibit any person from Vending, giving or dealing in 

spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicating 
liquors of any kind. 

Third-^To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, and 
disorderly assemblages, suppress and restrain disor- 
derly houses or groceries, and houses of ill fame, and 
to authorize the destruction of all instruments used for 
the purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, 
fermented, mixed or intoxicating liquors of any kind 
that may be kept for sale, given away or dealt in con- 
trary to any ordinance of the city. 

Fourth — ^To restrain drunkards, immoderate drink- 
ing of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity 
in the streets or public places, and to provide for ar- 
resting, removing and punishing any person who may 
be guilty ol the same. 

Fifth — ^To authorize the arrest, fine and imprison- 
ment in the city prison, or in the jail of Winona 
county, as vagrants, all persons, who, not having any 
visible means to maintain themselves, are without 
employment, idly loitering or rambling about, or stay- 
ing in groceries, drinking saloons, houses of ill fame 
• or houses of bad repute, gambling houses, taverns or 
railroad depots, or who shall be found trespassing in 
. the night time upon the private premises of others, 
or placing themselves in the streets or other public 
places to beg or receive alms ; also keepers, exhibitors 
or visitors at any gaming table, gambling house or 
other place of device, and all persons who go about 
for the purpose of gaming or watch-stuffing, or who 
shall have in their possession any article or thing used 
for gaming or obtaining money under false pretenses. 

Sixth — ^To compel the owner or occupant of any 
grocery, cellar, tallow-chandler's shop, soap factory, 
tannery, stable, barn, privy,, sewer or other unwhole- 
some or nauseous house or place, to cleanse or remove 
and abate the same &om time to time, as often as may 
be deemed necessary for the health, comfort and con 
venience of the inhabitants of the city. 

Seventh — To prevent any person from bringing, de- 
positing or having within the city any putrid carcass, 
or other unwholesome substance, and to require the 
removal thereof by the person having the same on 
his premises, or from any street, alley, or public place 
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where he shall have thrown or put the same ; and on 
default to authorize the removal thereof by a compe- popthtrpowfn 
tent oflScer, at the expense of such person or persons. 
Eighth — ^To restrain, regulate and license hackmen, 
draymen, carters, porters, omnibus drivers, cabmen, 
carmen, and all others, whether in the permanent em- 
ployment of any individual, firm, or corporation, or 
otherwise, who may pursue like occupation with or 
without vehicles, and to fix and prescribe their com- 
pensation. 

Ninth — ^To restrain, regulate and license runners 
and solicitors for boats, vessels, stages, public houses, 
railroads and other establishments. 

Tenth — To regulate, control and prevent the landing 
of persons from boats or vessels, wherein are conta- 
gious or infectious diseases or disorders, and to make 
such regulations as they shall deem proper, to pre- 
vent the introduction into said city of all such conta- 
gious or infectious diseases or disorders. 

Eleventh — To establish and regulate boards of 
health, provide hospitals and cemetery grounds, regu- 
late the burial of the dead, and the registration of 
births and deaths, provide for the keeping and return- 
ing of bills of mortality, and to impose penalties on 
physicians and others for any default in the premises. 

Twelfth — ^To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets in said city, and to reg- 
ulate the sale, storage, keeping and conveying of gun- 
powder or other combustible materials. 

Thirteenth — ^To establish and maintain public mar- 
kets and market houses, and to prescribe and enforce 
rules and regulations for the government of the same. 

Fourteenthr— To regulate the place and manner of 
selling, and to provide for the inspection and weight 
of hay and coal, the measuring of charcoal, fire-wood 
and other fuel, and to appoint suitable persons to in- 
spect, superintend and conduct the same. 

Fifteenth — ^To provide for and regulate the inspec- 
tion of tobacco, beef, pork, flour, meal, butter, lard and 
other provisions. 

Sixteenth — ^To provide by ordinance for a standard 
of weights and measures, to require the inspection and 
seaUng of weights and measures, and to prescribe pen- 
alties for any default in the premises. 
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Seventeenth — ^To regulate the size and weight of 
bread, and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of 
bread baked contrary thereto. 

Eighteenth — ^To regulate and tax merchants, retail- 
ers, taverns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawn- 
brokers and money changers. 

nineteenth — ^To restrain the running at large of 
horses, mules, cattle, swine, sheep and poultry of any 
kind, and to authorize the impounding, distraining 
and sale of the same. 

Twentieth — To prohibit the running at large of dogs, 
to impose fines upon their owners, and to authorize 
the destruction of the same when at large contrary 
to ordinance. 

Iwenty first — ^To pre^nt horse racing, immoderate 
riding or driving in the streets, and to regulate the 
places of bathing and swimming in the waters 
within the limits of said city. 

Twenty-second — To prevent all persons riding or 
driving any ox, cow, horse, mule or other animal on 
the sidewalks of the city, or in any way doing any 
damage to such sidewalks. 

Twenty-third — To prevent the incumbrance of 
streets, sidewalks, lanes or alleys with carriages, 
carts, wagons, boxes, sleighs, firewood, lumber, or any 
other material or substance whatever. 

Twenty-fourth — To regulate and prohibit the use of 
locomotives, engines within the city, and to require 
railroad cars to be propelled by other power than 
that of steam. To direct and control the location of 
railroad tracks and to require railroad companies to 
construct, at their own expense, such bridges, tunnels 
or other conveniences, at public railroad crossings, as 
the city council may deem necessary : Also to regu- 
late the running of horse-railway cars, the laying 
down of tracks for the same, the transportation of 
passengers thereon, and the kind of rail to be used. 

Twenty-fifth — To compel the owners or occupants 
of buildings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rub- 
bish from the sidewalks, streets or alleys opposite 
thereto, and in default thereof, to authorize the re- 
moval thereof by some officer of the city, at the 
expense of such owner or occupant. 

Ikoenty-sixth — To alter, vacate, abolish, open, 
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widen, extend, establish, grade, repair or otherwise 
improve or keep in repair streets, avenues, lanes and 
alleys. 

Twenty-seventh — To regulate the construction of 
wharves into the Mississippi river, within the corpo- 
rate limits of the city, and to prescribe and control 
the price of wharfage thereon. 

Twenty-eighth — To provide for the enclosing, im- 
proving and regulating of all public grounds belong- 
ing to the city, and provide for and regulate the 
adorning of streets with shade or ornamental trees. 

Twenty-ninth — ^To provide for the erection of all 
needful buildings for the use of the city. 

Thirtieth — ^To make and establish public pounds, 
wells, cisterns and reservoirs, and to provide for the 
erection of water works for the supply of water to 
the inhabitants. And to provide for the erection of 
lamps or other means whereby to light the city, and 
make all necessary regulations in the premises. 

Thirty-first — ^To establish, support and regulate a 
police and night watches. 

Thirty-second — ^To erect and establish, either within 
or without the corporate limits of the city, a bride- 
well or house of correction, purchase .grounds therefor, 
pass all necessary ordinances for the regulation there- 
of; and to authorize the confinement in said bridewell 
or house of correction of all vagrants, stragglers or 
disorderly persons who may be committed thereto by 
any criminal court or magistrate in and for the said 
city. 

Thirty-third — ^To appropriate money and provide 
for the payment of debts and expenses of the city. 

Thirty-fourth — ^To regulate the time, place and 
manner of holding public auctions or vendues. 

Thirty-fifth— ^o regulate and order party walls and 
partition fences. 

Ihirty-sixth — ^To provide for taking, from time to 
time, the enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

Thirty-seventh — To prevent the shootiug of fire- 
arms, cracker, rocket or other projectiles, and to 
prevent the exhibition of fireworks in any situation 
which may be deemed by the council dangerous to 
the city, or any property therein, or annoyance to 
the citizens thereof. 
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Thirty-eighth — ^To prescribe the limits within which 
wooden baildings, or buildings of other materials that 
shall not be deemed fire-proof, shall not be erected, 
placed or repaired, and to direct that all and any 
buildings within the limits prescribed, shall be made 
and constructed of fire-proof materials ; and to pro- 
hibit the repairing or rebuilding of wooden buildings 
within such limits when the same shall have been 
damaged to the extent of fifty per cent, of the value 
thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining 
Buch value and damages. 

Ihirty-ninth — ^To regulate and prohibit the keep- 
ing of any lumber yard, and the placing, depositing 
or selling lumber, timber, wood or other combustible 
material within the fire limits of said city. 

Fortieth — ^To prevent the dangerous construction, 
placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, 
stoves and pipes, ovens, boilers and appurtenances used 
and about any building or premises, and to cause the 
same ,to be removed or placed in a secure condition, 
when considered dangerous, and to prevent the de- 
posit of ashes in unsafe places, and to regulate and 
prevent the carrying on and operating manufactories 
oausing or promoting fires within the city limits. 

Forty-Jirat — ^To purchase fire engines and other ap- 
paratus, and to authorize the formation of fire-engine, 
hook and ladder, and hose companies and to provide 
lor the due support and regulation of the same, and to 
order such companies to be disbanded and their ap- 
paratus to be delivered up ; and each member of such 
company shall be exempt from serving on juries, and 
from military duty during such membership. 

Forty-second — ^To cause any street, alley, lane or 
highway to be filled, graded, levelled, paved, curbed, 
wailed, gravelled, macadamized or planked, and keep 
the same in repair. To cause cross and side-walks, 
area- walls, lampposts, sewers and private drains to be 
constructed and laid, re-laid, erected, cleansed and 
repaired. 

JfOTty-third — ^To enforce all ordinances, by-laws and 
police and other regulations, by punishment of fine 
and imprisonment in the city or county jail, or by both 
fine and imprisonment^ in the discretion of the mag- 
istrate or court before whom conviction may be had: 
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Provided^ Such fine shall not exceed one hundred dol- 
lars, nor such imprisonment the term of three months. 
Any justice of the peace shall have jurisdiction of all 
prosecutions for the violation of all or any ordinance, • 
by-law, police or other regulation passed by the city 
council under this act. And it shall be the duty of 
any justice of the peace residing in said city, and he 
is hereby authorized and empowered on complaint 
being made to him on oath or afSrmation, of the viola- 
tion of any law or ordinance of said city, or of the neg- 
lect or violation of any duty imposed thereby, to issue 
his warrant directed to the city marshal or to the sheriff ^ 
of Winona county, or any police ofiicer of said city, to 
arrest the offender or offenders and bring them forth* 
with before him ; and the trial of such offenders shall 
be conducted in the same manner and in accordance 
with the general laws of this state in regard to the 
trial of criminal cases before justices of the peace, so 
far as applicable thereto. And upon plea of guilty, or 
upon conviction of such offender, such justice shall 
impose such fine or imprisonment, or both, as may be 
prescribed by such by-law or ordinance. And the 
said justice shall have power to enforce such judg« 
ment, in the same manner as he might enforce his 
judgment in criminal cases under the general laws of 
this state. 

Sbc. 8. All laws, ordinances, regulations and by- ordinances-how 
laws, shall be passed by an affirmative vote of the ma- passed-to be 
jority of the city council, and be signed by the mayor, p^wiihed 
and shall be published in the official newspaper of the 
city, or posted for ten days in three of the most public 
places in said city before the same shall be in force, 
and within twenty days thereafter they shall be re- 
corded by the recorder in books to be provided for 
that purpose ; but before any of the said laws, ordi- 
nances, regulations or by-laws shall be recorded, the 
posting of the same, or the publication thereof as afore- 
said, shall be proved by the certificate of the recorder 
of such posting, or by the affidavit of the publisher of 
such newspaper or the affiidavit of his foreman, and 
the said certificate or affidavit shall be recorded there- 
with, and the original or record thereof shall at all 
times be deemed and taken as sufficient evidence of 
the time, manner and place of such posting or publi- 
cation. 14 
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Sec. 4. The powers conferred upon the city council 
for the abatement or removal of nuisances shall not 
bar or hinder suits, prosecutions or proceedings in the 
courts, according to law. Houses or buildings of any 
kind wherein more than twenty pounds of gunpowder 
are deposited, stored or kept at any time, gambling 
houses, houses of ill fame, disorderly taverns or 
beer shops, or places where spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed or intoxicating liquors are sold, given 
away or dealt out, without license required therefor, 
within the limits of said city, are hereby declared, 
and shall be deemed public or common nuisances. 

Sec. 5. All funds in the city treasuty shall be under 
the control of the city council, and shall be drawn out 
upon the order of the mayor and recorder, duly au- 
thorized by vote of the city council, and all- orders 
drawn upon the treasurer shall specify the purpose 
for which they were drawn, and shall be payable out 
of the particular fund on which they may have been . 
drawn, and all such orders shall be received in pay- 
ment onlv of the assessment or tax levied for the ben- 
efit of such particular fund. All orders shall be paya- 
ble to the order of the person in whose favor the ap- 
propriation has been made, and shall be transferable 
by endorsement. 

Sec. 6. No moneys shall be appropriated for any 
tiww tJ*be made P^rposo whatovor, except such as are authorized by 

this act, and no appropriation shall be made without 
a mfuority of the members of the city council voting 
in favor of the same, and the vote shall be taken bv 
ayes and nays, and entered on the journal of the 
council. 

CHAPTER V.

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 



How cost of im- Section 1. The costs and expenses of surveying 
provementto be streets, lanos, alleys, sidewalks, sewers, drains, reser- 
p»*<> voirs and public grounds, and of estimating work 

thereon, and of cleaning streets and alleys and of con- 
structing and repairing crosswalks, sewers, drains and 
reservoirs, and improving and maintaining public 
grounds, and erecting lamp-posts and lamps, shall be 
paid out of the city fiind. 
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The cost of opening, filling, grading, gravelling, 
planking and paving or macadamizing streets and 
alleys to, the centre thereof, and of making, curb- 
ing or repairing sidewalks and area walls, or of plant- 
ing shade or ornamental trees along the same, shall be 
chargeable to, and payable by the lots fronting on such 
streets and alleys, or adjacent to such sidewalks and 
area walls. Such costs and expenses shall be assessed 
upon said lots in the manner hereinafter provided: 
Provided^ how&vir^ That sewers may, by order of the 
city council, be built at the expense of the lots or par- 
cels of land to be benefitted thereby, and apportioned 
by said city council among such lots or parcels of land. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the city council shall deem it council may «■- 
necessary to construct or repair any sidewalks within derddewaika to 
the city, they shall direct the owner or occupants of ^ '•?•*'«*• «<« * 
the lots or parcels of land adjoining such sidewalks to 
make or repair the same at his or their own proper 
costs and charges, and in such a manner, and within 
such time as in such direction specified. K such work 
is not done in the manner and within the time pre- 
scribed, the city council shall cause the same to be 
done, and the expense thereof to be levied and col- 
lected in the manner hereinafter provided for the as- 
sessment and collection of special assessments : Pro- 
vided^ dtwaysy That whenever improvements and re- 
pairs, as contemplated in section one of this chapter, 
shall not exceed in cost twenty-five dollars^ the city 
council shall have power and authority to summarily 
order the owner or occupant of the lot or premises 
chargeable therewith, to make such improvements or 
repairs, within such reasonable time as the council 
shall direct, and if the same be Hot made within the 
time specified, the mayor or city council may cause 
such improvements or repairs to be made at the ex- 
pense of the city ; and the cost of the same, as audited 
and paid by the city council, may be recovered by the 
city from the owner or occupant of the lot or parcel 
chargeable therewith, by civil action brought in the 
name of the city against such owner or occupant be- 
fore either of the justices of the peace in said city, or 
the amount so paid by the city for such improvements 
or repairs ^ay, on certificate of the city recorder to 
the auditor of Winona county, be levied and assessed 
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on the lot or parcel of land on which the same is 
chargeable, and collected in the same manner as other 
taxes on real estate are levied and collected. 

Sec. 3. Prior to the passage of any ordinance or 
resolution for the making of any public improvements, 
as authorized by section one of this chapter, except as 
otherwise above provided, the city council shall cause 
a plan and accurate specification of the work proposed 
to be done to be made by the city surveyor and filed 
with the city recorder for the inspection of parties in- 
terested. The city council shall then cause to be pub- 
lished in the official newspaper of the city, a notice 
that on a certain day, at least two weeks from the first 
publication thereof^ the city council will act in rela- 
tion to its construction, and that in the meantime 
sealed proposals for the doing of such work will be 
received by the city recorder. Upon the day men- 
tioned in the notice, the mayor shall, in the presence 
of the city council, open sudh sealed proposals. The 
city council may then accept the most favorable offer 
or proposal and authorize the doing of the proposed 
work, and enter into contract for the same, and the 
expense of such work or improvement shall be assessed 
in the manner following: 

First — Whenever any work, authorized to be done 
by section one of this chapter, shall be payable out of 
real or personal the city fuud, the rocordor shall, at the time of present- 
property j^g ^^ auuual estimate of expenses for the ensuing 

year, embrace in such estimate the amount or amounts 
necessary to be levied for the payment of work done or 
to be done as aforesaid, and the city council may there- 
upon direct the collecting of such amount or amounts 
from the real and personal property of the city subject 
to taxation, in the same manner as prescribed for the 
collection of other city taxes. 

Seoond — ^In case such work or improvement shall be 
chargeable to the lots or parcels of land adjacent 
thereto, or benefitted thereby, the city surveyor and 
street commissioner shall assess the cost of such work 
or improvement on the lots or real estate adjacent 
thereto or chargeable therewith, and determine what 
part of the cost thereof shall be borne by each lot or 
parcel of land, and make an assessment sfccordingly, 
and submit such assessment to the city council, who 
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shall upon examination o^ake such corrections as they 
may deem necessary to equalize the same, and such 
assessment, when so equalized and confirmed by said 
council, shall be final, and the several amounts so 
assessed against such lots or parcels shall be collected 
in manner following: 

Sbc. 4. Upon the confirmation of such assessment Beoord'rtonuka 
as aforesaid, the city recorder shall forthwith make out ^J^^J ^[J^ 
a certified copy of the same, containing the descrip- pabUAtiiofflciai 
tion as near as may be of each lot or parcel of land, v^^ 
and the amount so assessed upon each lot or parcel 
respectively, and deliver the same to the city treas- 
urer for collection, and shall also at the same time 
publish in the official newspaper of the city for two 
successive weeks, at least once in each week, a copy 
of such assessment, together with a notice requiring 
tiie owners or occupants of said lots or parcels of land 
to pay the amounts assessed on said lots or parcels 
respectively, to the city treasurer, within six weeks 
from the first publication of such notice. 

Sec. 6. At the expiration of ihe time mentioned in ^^^ *^*^ 
the notice required by the preceding section, the city 
treasurer shall return to the city recorder a certified 
list of the assessments which still remain unpaid, and

damaged tiiereby, and shall thereupon give notice b j 
publication in the official newspaper of said city, once 
in each week, for two successive weeks, to the effect 
that such plat has been filed, and that the said commis- 
sioners will meet at a time and place designated in 
such notice, and thence proceed to view the premises 
and assess the damages for property to be taken, ox 
which may be damaged by such improvement. The 
time so designated must be at least fifteen days after 
the first publication of such notice.

common seal, and may change and alter the same at 
pleasure, and may take, hold, and purchase, lease and 
convey such real, personal, and mixed estate as the 
purposes of the corporation may require, within or 
without the city.

The first ward shall comprise all that portion of said 
city which lies south of a line drawn from the east to the 
west boundaries of the city, through the centre of 
Third street. 

The second ward shall comprise all that portion of 
said city that lies north of the first ward, and south of 
the centre of the Winona and St. Peter Elailroad. 

The third ward shall comprise all that portion of 
said city which lies north of the second ward. 

CHAPTER n. 

ELECTIONS. 

Sections 1, There shall be an annual election for ^^^^*J^ *"" 
elective ofBcers, hereinafter provided, held on the first 
Tuesday in April of each year, at such place within each 
ward as the common council shall designate, and the 
polls shall be kept open from ten o'clock in the forenoon 
until four in the afternoon, and ten days previous 
notice shall be given by the common council of the 
time and place of holding such election, and the of- 
ficers to be elected, by posting notices thereof in three 
of the most public places of the city, and by publish- 
ing the same in at least one of the papers published 
in the city. 

Sec. 2. The elective officers of said city shall be 
mayor, justice of the peace for the city, who shall be ^uv^offlc«^ 
styled city justice; assessor^ treasurer, and city attor- 
ney, all of whom shall hold their respective offices for 
the tern\ of one year, and until their several succes- 
sors are elected and qualified, except the city justice, 
whose term of office shall be two years, and until his 
successor is elected, and qualified. 

Sec 3. No person shall be eligible to the office of !IL\,f .'^ ,«,. 
mayor, city justice, assessor, treasurer, or city attor- 
ney, who shall nwt have been a resident of the city 
for one year next preceding his election. 

Sec. 4. The officers elected in each ward shall be 
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two aldermen, one of whom shall be elected each year, 
one justice of the peace, and one constable, who shall 
hold their oflSces for two years, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified, except that the term of the 
office of the constable shall be for one year, all of which 
officers shall be residents of the wards in which thev 
were elected, and shall have resided therein thirty days, 
and in the city six months next preceding such elec- 
tion, and all officers of the city shall be qualified elec- 
tors of this state. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the of- 
fice of aldermen, city justice, or justice of the peace, 
constable or any other officer elected at the annual 
charter election except the mayor, it shall be lawful 
for the common council, or a msgority of them, at any 
regular or special meeting, to fill such vacancy by ap- 
pointing, by warrant, under their hands and the seal 
of the city, certified by the acting clerk, or recorder, 
and the person so appointed shall hold his office until 
the next annual election, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified and shall have and possess the 
same powers, and be subject to the «ame liabilities as 
if he had been duly elected at the annual election. 

Sec. 6, All elections by the people shall be by 
ballot, and each ballot shall contain all the names of 
the persons voted for, with a proper designation of the 
office written or printed thereon, and a plurality of 
votes shall constitute an election. When two or more 
candidates for an elective office shall receive an equal 
number of votes for the same office, the election shall 
be determined by the casting of lots in the presence 
of the common council, at such time and in such man; 
ner, as they shall direct. 

Sec. 7. All persons entitled to vote for state and 
county officers, and who shall have resided in the city 
for four months next preceding the election, and ten 
days in the ward where they offer their vote^ shall be 
entitled to vote for any officer to be elected under 
this law, and the different wards established by law 
shall constitute the election precincts for city elections. 

Sec. 8. The elections in said city shall be held and 
conducted by the aldermen of each ward, who shall 
be inspectors of elections, and shall take the usual 
oath or affirmation as prescribed by the general laws 
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of the state to be taken by the judge and inspectors 
of elections, and shall have power to appoint clerks 
of such elections, to administer the necessary oaths. 
Such elections shall be held and conducted in the 
same manner and under the same penalties, and va- 
cancies in the board of inspectors thereof filled as 
required by the law of this state regarding elections, 
provided that no candidate for office shall act as in- 
spector or clerk at such elections. 

Sec. 9. If either of the inspectors of election shall y^^ ,^1^ i^ 
suspect that any person offering to vote does not pos- sworn— fom or 
Bess the qualifications of an elector, or if the vote of «•* 
such person be challenged by a qualified elector of 
the ward, the inspector, before receiving the vote of 
any such person, shall require of him to take the fol- 
lowing oath : 

You do solemnly swear (or affirm as the case may 
be) that you are twenty-one years of age, that you 
are a citizen of the United States, or have declared 
your intentions to become a citizen, conformably to 
the laws of the United States, on the subject of nat- 
uralization ; that you have resided within this city 
four months, and within the ward ten days next pre- 
ceding the election ; that you have not voted at this 
election, and that you have made no bet or w;ager, or 
become directly or indirectly interested in isiny bet 
or wager depending on the result ot this election. 
And if the person offering to vote shall take such 
oath, his vote shall be received and if Such person shall 
take such oath falsely, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
wilful and corrupt peijury, and upon conviction there- 
of^ upon indictmeiit, shall suffer the punishment pro- 
vided by law for persons guilty of peijury. If any per- 
son who is not a qualified voter shall vote at any elec- 
tion, or if any person duly qualified shall vote in any 
other ward, than in the one in which he resides or shall 
vote more than once at any election, he shall be liable 
to indictment, and on conviction thereof, shall forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, nor 
less than twenty-five dollars. It shall be the duty of 
inspectors to keep a list of the names of all persons 
whose votes shall be challenged as aforesaid, and who 
shall make the oath aforesaid ; and if any inspector 
shall knowingly and corruptly receive the vote of any 
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person not authorized to vote, or shall make out false 
returns of an election, or any clerk, shall not write 
down the name of any voter as he votes, or shall wil- 
fully make untrue and incorrect counts and tallies of 
votes, each and every such inspector or clerk shall be 
liable to an indictment, and on conviction thereof shall 
severally forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, nor less than one hundred dollars. 
All such indictments shall be tried in the district 
court of the county of Olmsted.

The common council shall have power to 
determine the rule of its proceedings, punish its mem- 
bers for disorderly conduct, and with the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the members elected, expel a member, 
after due notice given and an opportunity extended to 
the accused to be heard, by counsel or otherwise. 

Sec. 6. The common council shall keep a journal 
of its proceedings ; and ayes and noes when demand- 
ed by any member present, shall be entered on the 
journal. * 

Sec. 7. The common council shall, at its first regu- 
lar meeting after the annual election, or as soon there- 
after as may be, appoint a city recorder, a city mar- 
shal, a city surveyor, and one or more street commis- 
sioners, and such other officers as may be necessary 
for the government of the city, who shall each possess 
the same qualifications for o:$ce as are required in the 
case of aldermen. 

Sec. 8. No alderman shall be appointed to any 
office under the authority of the city, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shall have 
been increased, during the time for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Sec. 9. There shall be one regular meeting of the 
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MMtingt common council in each month at such time and place 

as shall be prescribed by ordinance. 

CHAPTER IV. 

OFFICERS, THEIR POWERS AND DUTEBS. 

Section 1. Every person elected or appointed to 
sieetive ofBcen ^ny office Under this act, shall before he enters npon 
^ **"" the duties of his office, take and subscribe his oath of 

office, and file the same, duly certified by the officer 
taking the same, with the recorder of the city, and 
the treasurer and marshal, and such other officers as 
the common council may direct, shall severally, before 
entering upon the duties of their respective offices, 
execute to the city a bond, with at least two sureties 
to be approved by the common council, and said bonds 
shall contain such penal sum and such conditions as 
the common council may deem proper ; and they may 
from time to time require new or additional bonds, 
and remove from office any officer refusing or neglect- 
ing to give the same. 

Sec. 2. The mayor shall, when present, preside

predding officer ^^^ ^y^^^ ^j^^ j^^^ ^^ ^j^^ stato and the ordiuaucos of 

the city be strictly enforced and duly observed, and 
that all other executive officers of the city discharge 
their respective duties. The mayor or any two alder- 
men may call special meetings of the common council. 
He shall inspect the conduct of all subordinate offi- 
cers, and cause negligence and persistent violation of 
duty to be prosecuted and punished, and may require 
of any officer of the city, whenever he may deem it 
necessary, an exhibit of his books and papers. 

He shall from time to time communicate to the com- 
mon council and recommend such measures as he 
may deem advantageous to the city. He shall have 
power to execute all acts that may be required of him 
by any ordinance made in pursuance of this act, and is 
hereby authorized to call on every male inhabitant of 
said city over the age of eighteen years, to aid in en- 
forcing the laws and ordinances, and in case of riot to 
call out the military companies of the city to aid him 
in suppressing the same, or carrying into effect anj 
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law or ordinance ; any pornon who shall not obey 
such call shall forfeit to the city a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, and not less than five dollars. 

Sec. 3. In case the mayor shall be guilty of any 
wilful oppression or corrupt partiality in the discharge JJll5^^I!!JJJ2 ^ 
of the duties of his office he shall be liable to indict- pnniahad 
ment, and on conviction thereof shall pay a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars, and the court shall have 
power, (upon the recommendation of the jury in the 
case) to add to the judgment for the fine, that he be 
removed from office. 

Sec. 4. In case the mayor shall be absent from any • 

meeting of the common council, the common council or-h^^wiSiA 
shall proceed to elect from their own number a tem- *» 
porary presiding officer, who for the time being shall 
discharge all the duties of the mayor. In case of the 
absence of the mayor from the city, or of his inability 
for any rflason to discharge Ihe duties of his office, or 
if there be a vacancy in the office of mayor, the council 
shall elect by ballot from their own number an officer 
who shall be styled acting mayor, and all acts per- 
formed by him shall have the same force and validity 
as if performed by the mayor. 

Sec. 5. The recorder shall keep the corporate seal douci or 
and all the papers and records of the city and keep **" 
a record of the proceedings of the common council, 
whose meetings it shall be his duty to attend, and 
copies of all papers filed in his office, and trans- 
cripts from the records of the common council cer- 
tified by him under the corporate seal shall be 
evidence in all courts, as if the originals were pro- 
duced. He shall draw and countersign all orders 
on the treasurer, in pursuance of any order or resolu- 
tion of the common council, and keep a full and accu- 
rate account thereof in books provided for that pur- 
pose. The recorder shall have power to administer 
oaths and affirmations, and take the acknowledgme&ts 
of deeds and other writings. The recorder shall keep 
a record of all his acts and doings, which record shall 
be at all times open to the inspection of all parties in- 
terested. He shall receive for his services such sum 
as the common council shall deem proper. In case 
of the absence of the recorder, or of his inability to per- 
form his duties, the common council may appoint an 
acting recorder. 17 
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DntfM of dtj at- Sec. 6. The city attorney shall perform all pro- 
tMiM7 fessional duties incident to his office, and when re- 

quired shall furnish written opinions upon any subject 
transmitted to him by the common council or its com- 
mittees. He shall receive such sum for his services 
as the common council shall deem proper. 
DQtiM of trtM- Sec. 7. The treasurer shall receive all moneys be- 
w« longing to the city, and keep an accurate and de- 

tailed account thereof, in such manner as the com- 
mon council shall from time to time direct. The 
treasurer shall exhibit to the common council, at least 
fifteen days before the annual election, or sooner if 
required by them, a full and detailed account of all 
receipts and expenditures after the date of the last 
annual report, and also the state of the treasury, which 
account shall be filed with the recorder. He shall be 
entitled as compensation for his services, to one per 
cent, on all moneys received and paid out by him. 
Sec. 8. The marshal shall execute such orders as 
Dntici of mv are made, and perform such duties as are prescribed 
^^ by the common council. He shall have the powers 

of a constable at common law, and under the statutes 
of this state and receive like fees. It shall be his duty 
to enter complaint to the city justice of all violations 
of any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation of said 
city, and of all assaults, batteries and affrays not in- 
dictable, committed within the limits of said city, and 
shall collect and immediately pay to the treasurer all 
tolls and license money due the city, and shall be the 
keeper of the city prison. He shall receive such com- 
pensation as the common council shall direct. 

Sec. 9. The street commissioners shall, under the 
Dtttici of 8trt«t direction of the common council, superintend the 
•oomiiaaioiitn grading, repairing and improving of streets and alleys, 

and the building and repairing of side-walks and cross 
walks, and the expenditure of taxes levied and col- 
lected for such purposes, and shall have the same su- 
pervision of the highways in said city and discharge 
the same duties as are by law required of overseers of 
highways generally. At least fifteen days before the 
annual election, each street commissioner shall ex- 
hibit to the common council, a full and detailed ac- 
count of all receipts and expenditures after the date 
of the last annual report. He shall receive such com- 
pensation as the common council shall deem proper. 
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Sec. 10. The common council shall have power to Fowm of eoon- 
reqnire from time to time, other and farther duties to ^ 
be performed by any oflScer whose duties are herein 
prescribed, and to appoint such other ofScers as may 
be necessary to carry into eflFect the provisions of this 
act, and*to prescribe their duties and compensation.

CHy joitiee-iita Sec. 15. The city justice shall possess all the an-

charter, or for the breach or violation of any such by- 
law, ordinance or regulation, and in all cases of 
offence committed against the same. All prosecutions 
for a breach, or a violation of any such by-law, ordi- 
nance or regulati6n shall be commenced in the name 
of the city of Rochester, and the same proceedings 
shall be had in civil and criminal suits before said 
justice, when not otherwise herein directed, as are 
established and required to be had in civil and crim* 
inal actions, by the laws of this state, before a justice 
ot the peace : Provided^ That in case of prosecutions 
for a breach or violation of an ordinance, by-law or 
regulation of said city or its charter, or for any assault, 
battery or affray not indictable, committed within the 
city limits, no appeal shall be had or allowed, when the 
judgment or fine imposed, exclusive of costs, shall 
' not exceed twenty-five dollars. In all cases of convic-

CHAPTER V. 

THE COMMON COUNCIL — ^ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen shall consti- 
ite ^wmAi *"^ ^^^ common council, and the style of all ordi- 
duttM ' nances shall be, "The common council of the city of 

Kochester do ordain," &c. 

The common council shall have the management 
and control of the finances, and all the property of the 
city, and shall likewise in addition to the power here- 
in vested in them, have full power and authority to 
make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter, 
modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, rules 
and by-laws for the government and good order of the 
city, for the suppression of vice and intemperance, 
and for the prevention of crime, as they may deem 
expedient; they shall have power to establish and 
maintain a city prison, and watch-houses, for the im- 
prisonment, custody and safe keeping of all persons 
arrested for, or charged with any offence whatever, in 
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any way cognizable before the city justice, to make 
all rules and regulations for the government and Forthtrpoirtrt 
management of such prison and watch-houses, to ap- 
point keepers and other officers for the same, and 
prescribe their duties, and fix the compensation ; the 
keepers of said prison and watch-houses shall have 
and possess all the powers and authority of jailors at 
the common law, or by the laws of this state. The 
common council shall have full power and authority 
to declare and impose penalties and punishments, and 
to enforce the same against any person or persons 
who may violate any of the provisions of any ordi- 
nance, rule or by-law passed and ordained by them ; 
and all such ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby 
declared to be and have the force of law : Provided^ 
That they be not repugnant to the constitution and 
laws of the United States, or of this State, and for 
these purposes shall have authority by ordinances, 
resolutions or by-laws : 

First To license and regulate the exhibition of 
common showmen, and shows of all kinds, and the ex- 
hibition of circuses, caravans, concerts or theatrical 
performances; tolicensathe keeping of billiard tables, 
nine or ten pin alleys and bowling saloons, to license 
and regulate groceries, taverns and victualing houses ; 
to grant licenses for vending or dealing in spirituous, 
vinous or fermented liquors: Provided^ That the li- 
cense for dealing in, or vending spirituous, or spiritU' 
ons and fermented liquors shall not be less than seven- 
ty-five, nor more than two hundred dollars per year, 
and for dealing in, or vending fermented liquors alone 
it shall not be less than twenty-five, nor more than 
one hundred dollars per year. 

Second To restrain and prohibit all gaming with 
cards, and all gaming tables, and to prohibit the use 
of all gambling devices whatever from being set up or 
used for gambling purposes, and to restrain and pro- 
hibit all description of gaming and fraudulent devices 
and practices, all playing of cards, dice or other games 
of chance, for the purpose of gaming, in said city, and 
to restrain and prohibit any person from vending, giv- 
ing or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed 
or intoxicating liquors of any kind, and impose such 
restrictions, or prohibitions by fine or imprisonment^ 
or by both fine and imprisonment. 
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Third. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance ot 
disorderly assemblages in said city, and to provide for 
the arrest and punishment of any person or persons 
who shall be guilty of the same, to suppress disorderly 
houses, or groceries, and houses of ill-fame, and to 
provide for the arrest and punishment of the keepers 
thereof, and to authorize the destruction of all instru- 
ments used for the purpose of gaming. 

Fourth. To compel the owner or occupant of any 
grocery, cellars, tallow chandler's shop, soap factory, 
tannery, stable, bam, privy, sewer or other unwhole- 
some or nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove 
or abate the same, from time to time, as often as may 
be deemed necessary for the health, comfort and con- 
venience of the inhabitants of the city ; and to provide 
for the abatement and removal of all nuisances. 

Fifth. To direct the location and management of 
all slaughter house, barns, stables, blacksmith shops, 
breweries, and distilleries, and regulate the storage, 
keeping,, and conveying of gunpowder or other explo- 
sive materials, or substances. 

Sixth. To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, lanes or alleys with carriages, carts, wagons, 
sleighs, boxes, firewood, lumber or any other mate- 
rial or substance whatever. 

Seventh. To prevent and punish horse racing, im- 
moderate riding or driving in the streets, to compel 
persons to fasten their horses, or other animals, at- 
tached to vehicles, or otherwise while standing in the 
streets, and to regulate places of bathing and swim- 
ming in the waters within the limits of said city. 

Eighth. To restrain from running at large of cattle, 
mules, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to author- 
ize the impounding, distraining, and sale of the same, 
and to impose penalties on the owners of such ani- 
mals for violation of the ordinance. 

Ninth. To prohibit the running at large of dogs, 
to impose fines upon their owners, and to authorize 
the destruction of dogs,* when at large contrary to the 
ordinance. 

Tenth. To prevent any person from bringing, de- 
positing, or having within said city any putrid car- 
cass, or other unwholsome substance and to require 
the removal of the same, by any person who shall

have upon his premises any such substance ; or pu- 
trid or unsound beef^ pork, fish hides, or skins of any p^rthw powm 
kind, and on default to authorize the removal thereof^ 
by some competent o£9cers, at the expense of such 
person or persons. 

Eleventh. To make and establish public grounds, 
pounds, pumps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and to pro- 
vide for the erection of water works, for the supply 
of water to the inhabitants, to erect lamps or other 
means, whereby to light the city, to regulate and li- 
cense hacks, cabs, drays, carts, and charges of hack- 
men, coachmen, draymen, and cartmen of the city. 

Twelfth. To establish and regulate boards of health, 
provide hospital and cemetery grounds, regulate the 
burial of the dead, and the return of the bills of mor- 
tality, and to exempt burial grounds set apart for pub- 
lic use from taxation. 

Thirteenth. To regulate the assize and weight of 
read, and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of 
read baked contrary thereto. 

Fourteenth. To prevent all persons riding or driv- 
ing any ox, cow, horse, mule or other animal, on the 
sidewalks of the city, or in any way doing damage to 
such sidewalks. 

Fifteenth. To prevent the shooting of fire-arms, 
cracEers, ockets, orother projectiles, and to prevent 
the exhibition of any fireworks in any situation which 
may be deemed by the council dangerous, to the city 
or any property therein, or annoying to any citizen 
thereoL 

Sixteenth To restrain drunkenness, immoderate 
drinking of intoxicating beverages, brawling and ob- 
scenity in the streets or public places, and to provide 
for arresting, removing and punishing any person who 
may be guilty of the same. 

Seventeenth. To restrain and regulate runners and 
solicitors for stages, public houses, railroads, and 
other establishments, and to regulate the police of the 

city. 

Eighteenth To establish public markets, and en- 
force rules and regulations for the government of the 

same. 

Nineteenth. To regulate the place and manner of 
elUng, and to provide for the inspection and weight

coal, firewood, and other fuel, and to appoint suita* 
ble persons to inspect, superintend and conduct the 
same. 

Twentieth. To compel the owners or occupants of 
buildings to remove snpw, dirt or rubbish from the 
sidewalk, street, or alley opposite thereto, and com- 
pel such owner or occupant to remove from any lot 
owned or occupied by him all such substances as the 
board of health shall direct, and in his default to pro- 
vide for his punishment. 

Iwenty-f/rst To regalate the time, place and man- 
ner of holding public auctions or vendues. 

Ihjoenty-seoond. To provide by ordinance for a stand- 
ard of weights and measures ; for the appointment of 
a city sealer, and to require all weights and measures 
to be sealed by the city sealer ; and to provide for the 
punishment for the use of false weights and measures. 

Twenty-third. To appropriate money, and provide 
for the payment of the expenses of the city. 

Twenty-fourth. To establish, regulate and support 
night watches when necessary. 

Iwentyjifth. To provide for the erection of all 
needful ouildings for the use of the city. 

Ttoenty-sixih. To provide for the enclosing, improv- 
ing and regulating all public grounds belonging to 
the city, and for the adorning of the streets thereof 
with shade trees. 

Twenty-seventh. To regulate and tax merchants, re- 
tailers, taverns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawn- 
brokers, and money changers. 

Tvoenty-eight To license and regulate porters and 
draymen, and to fix the price of porterage and dray- 
age. 

Twenty-ninth. To provide for and regulate the in- 
spection of tobacco, beef, pork, flour, meal, lard, butter 
and other provisions. 

Thirtieth. To regulate and order parapet walls and 
partition fences. 

Thirty-f/ret. To provide for taking, from time to 
time, the enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

Thirty-second. To do all acts, and make all regula- 
tions which may be necessary or expedient for the 
preservation of health, and the suppression of disease, 
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and to make regulations to prevent the introduction Fnrthtr powers 
of contagious diseases into the city, and to make 
quarantine laws, and enforce the same within three 
miles of the city. 

Thirty-third. To restrain and punish vagrants, 
mendicants, street beggars, and prostitutes. 

Thirty-fourth. To prescribe the limits within which 
wooden buildings, or buildings of other materials, 
that shall not be deemed fire-proof^ shall not be erect- 
ed, placed or repaired, and to direct that all and any 
buildings within such limits prescribed shall be made 
and constructed of fire-proof materials and to prohibit 
the repairing and rebuilding of wooden buildings 
within such limits, when the same shall be damaged 
to the extent of fifty per cent, on the value thereof, 
and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining such 
value and damages. 

Thirty-ffth. To j^revent the dangerous construc- 
tion, placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, 
h'eAths, stoves, stovepipes, ovens, boilers and appur- 
tenances used in and about any building, and to cause 
the same to be removed, or placed in a safe and se- 
cure condition, when considered dangerous, and to 
prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places, and to 
regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufacto- 
ries dangerous in causing or promoting fires within 
the city limits ; and generally to establish such meas- 
ures for the prevention or extinguishment of fires as 
prudence may dictate. 

Thirty^sixth. To appoint one or more fire wardens, 
and to prescribe their duties. 

Thirty-Seventh. The common council shall have 
power to purchase fire engines, and other fire ap* 
paratus, and to authorize the formation of fire 
companies, hook and laddder and hose companies, 
and to provide for the due support and regula- 
tion of the same^ and to order such companies to 
be disbanded, and their apparatus to be delivered up. 
Each company shall not have to exceed seventy-five 
members and shall be formed by voluntary enlist- 
ments, and each member of every such company shall 
be exempt from poll tax, from serving on juries, and 
from military duty, during the continuance of such 
membership.

FmANCSS AND TAXATION. 

Section 1. All property, real and piBrsonal, within 
the city, except such as may be exempt by the laws ^|^|^^'''** 
of the state, shall be subject to taxation for the sup- * "* 
port of the city government, and the payment of its 
debts and liabilities, and the same shall be assessed 
in the same manner provided by the general laws of 
this jtate, for the assessment of taxes for town pur- 
posft. 

Sec 2. The common council shall have power an- mmj lery tuM 
nually to levy taxes upon all the taxable property in -umiuti<m-^oir 
said city, to defray the current expenses thereof, but **"•"**' 
such assessment and levy shall not exceed five mills 
upon the dollar of the assessed valuation of said 
property. 

Also a special tax for building and repairing bridges 
in said city, to an amount not exceeding ten mills 
upon the dollar of such assessed valuation. Also a 
special tax for improving streets and alleys, including 
the building and repairing of side walks, and cross 
walks, and sewers, and grading of streets and alleys 
not exceeding in amount ten mills on the dollar of 
the assessed valuation of said property. Also a spe- 
cial tax for purchasing ground and erecting and re- 
pairing buildings for city purposes not exceeding in 
amount five mills upon the dollar of said assessed val- 
uation. 

All such taxes shall be collected in the manner 
provided by the general laws of this state for the col- 
lection of taxes for town purposes. 

Seo. 3. Every male inhabitant of said city, being mghwaj 
above twenty-one years of age, and under forty- whowitfeot 
five years of age, excepting paupers, idiots, luna- 
tics, and such others as are exempt by law, shall be 
assessed two days labor, in each year, to be expended 
on the highways in said city. Such assessment shall 
be collected in the same manner, and may be com- 
muted on the same terms, provided by the general 
laws of this state. 

8sc. 4. All funds in the city treasury shall be un- 
der the control of the common council and shall be 
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How ftmds to be drawn out upon the order of the mayor and recorder, 
dnwn oat of duly authorized by a vote of the common conncil, and 

all orders shall specify the purpose for which they are 
drawn. No appropriation shall be made without a 
majority of a full council voting in favor of it, and 
the vote shall be taken by calling the roll, and the 
vote of .each member of the council shall be entered 
on the journal of the council. 

All orders shall be payable to the order of the per- 
son in whose favor they may be drawn, and may be 
transferred by indorsement. # 

Sec. 5. The common council may provide for the 
issuing of orders, payable not more than one year 
after date thereof, out of the general, or any special 
fund of said city, with interest at a rate not exceeding 
twelve per cent, per annum. Provided^ That not 
more than ten thousand dollars of such orders shall 
be outstanding and unpaid at any one time.

Section 1. The common council shall have the 
care, supervision, and control of all public highways, 
bridges, streets, alleys, and grounds within the limits 
of said city, and shall cause all streets, alleys, or high- 
ways within the city to be kept open and in repairs 
and free from nuisances, and shall have the same au- 
thority for laying out public roads in the unplatted 
part of said city as is given to supervisors in the town- 
ship by the general laws of this state. 

No street, alley, or highway, which has been here- 
tofore laid out, or surveyed and platted, and the sni- 
vey and plat thereof recorded, shall be vacated by the 
common council, nor shall any alteration be made 
therein, except to straighten the same between the 
ends thereof within the city. No street or alley 
which shall be hereafter dedicated to public use by the

Section 1. The city of Rochester, in the county of citytoooiiititau 
Olmsted, shall constitute one school district under the JJi"^^ ^' 
general school laws of this state, except so far as they 
are modified in their application to said district by this 
act, and hereafter all schools organized therein in pur- 
suance of this act, shall be under the control and direc- 
tion of a board of education, and be free to all persons 
between the ages of five and twenty-one years, residing 
in said city.

For the purpose of carrying out' the pro- iiemben of 
visions of this act, the board of education herein J^JJ^JJ^ ^ 
provided for, shall, within five days after the first ^| 
annual election after the passage of this act, take, 
subscribe and file, with the recorder of the city, an 
oath to support the constitution of the United States, 
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and of this state, and discharge the duties of theii 
respective ofSces, as members of the board of edncar 
tion for said district. Also, within the said five days 
they shall meet at the office of the mayor in said ci^, 
and there, under the direction of the mayor, decide 
by lot the term of office, for which they shall senre.

assent and approval of the common council of said 
city.

shall be open for the inspection of any citizen of said 
district at all reasonable hours. He shall pay all orders 
on the district treasurer, signed by the president and 
attested by the clerk^ if there is sufficient funds in his 
hands so to do, and enter the amount of such orders 
and the name of the payee in a book for that purpose. 
In his annual report to the common council he shall 
account in detail for all moneys belonging to said dis- 
trict received and paid out by him since the last annnal 
report. 

Sec. 11. No money shall be drawn from the treas- 
ury of said district except upon an order signed by the 
president of the board, attested by the clerk, stating 
for what purpose they were drawn, and the records of 
the district shall be so kept as to show the names of 
each member of the board of education voting for any 
appropriation. 

Sec. 12. . All acts and parts of acts in the general 
school laws, and in the charter of the city of Roch- 
ester, conflicting with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repealed, so far as they relate to the school 
district herein named.

Section 1. All contracts made by the city, in which 
the consideration exceeds one hundred dollars, shall 
be let to the lowest responsible bidder. Notice of the 
time and place of letting such contract shall be pub- 
lished in the official paper of the city, at least one week 
before the letting thereof, and all the contracts with 
the city shall be signed by the mayor and counter- 
signed by the recorder. 

Sec. 2. No vote of the common council shall be re- 
considered or rescinded at a special meeting, unless at 
such special meeting there be present as large a num- 
ber of aldermen as were present when such a vote 
was taken. 

Sec. 8. No penalty for judgment recovered in favor 
of the city shall be remitted or discharged except by a 
vote of two-thirds of the -aldermen elect. 

Seo. 4. All actions brought to recover any penalty 
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or forfeiture under this act, or the ordinances, by-laws, how actions 
or police, or health regulations made in pursuance brought 
thereol^ shall be brought in the corporate name of the 
city. 

Sec. 5. In all prosecutions for any violation of this Prosecution* to 
act, or of any by-law or ordinance of the city of ^«'>y^*""»* 
Rochester, the first process shall be a warrant: Pro- 
vided^ That no warrant shall be necessary in any case 
of the arrest of any person or persons, while in the 
act of violating any law of the State of Minnesota, 
or ordinance of the city of Rochester, but the person 
or persons so arrested may be proceeded against, 
tried, convicted and punished or discharged in the 
same manner as if the arrest had been by warrant. 

All warrants, processes or writs issued by the city 
justice for violation of any ordinance or by-law of 
said city, shall run in the name of the State of Minne* 
sota, and shall be directed to the marshal of said city, 
or any constable thereof. 

Seo. 6. In all cases of the imposition of any fine or how hum to i*« 
penalty, by the city justice of said city, for the viola- '•«)ver«i 
tion of any ordinance, or by-law thereof^ or for any 
assault, battery, or aflfray committed within the limits 
of said city, the offender may be forthwith committed 
to the city prison, and may be there imprisoned and

for general and gratuitous vaccination and disinfec-

And it shall be the duty of said police force faithfully 
and at the proper time to enforce and execute the 
sanitary rales and regulations and the orders of said 
board of health (made pursuant to the powers of the 
said boa? d of health,) upon the same being received 
in writing and duly authenticated as said board of 
health may direct.

SECtiON 1. That all of said first mentioned act after 
the enacting clause be stricken out, and the following ko of directors 
inserted : 

Sec. 3. The number of directors shall be five, who 
shall be elected at such times and in such manner as 
the by-laws of said company shall direct. 

Sec. 4. The directors shall elect one of their num- 
ber president, and one as vice president of said com* 
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pany, and shall choose a secretary and a treasurer, 
each of whom shall give bonds to the said company in 
such sum as the by-laws shall prescribe, to be approved 
by said directors, and conditioned for the faithful per* 
formance of his duties. A code of by-laws shall be 
made by the stockholders of said company, which may 
be altered or amended at any meeting of said stock- 
holders, by a msgority vote of the entire stock of said 
company.

Sec. 10. The Mississippi River Boom Company is 
hereby authorized, empowered and required to con- ^*»''"» •f<»«- 
struct, maintain and keep in good repair any boom or ^^^ 
booms on the Mississippi river at such points as they 
may deem advisable, between the mouth of Crow river 
and the head of Nicollet Island, above the Falls of Saint 
Anthony; and said company is further authorized and 
required to receive and take the entire control and 
management of all logs and timber which are to be 
conveyed to any point on the Mississippi river below 
the mouth of Bassett's creek in the county of Henne- 
pin, as follows, to wit : 

All logs and other timber coming down the Missis- 
sippi river, at the mouth of Crow river ; and said com- 
pany shall drive and convey the same to the main boom 
of said company near the head of said Nicollet Island, 
and is further authorized and required to collect and 
assort all logs coming into said main boom, and when 
requested by the owners thereof, on sufficient notice 
being given, to turn the same out of said main boom, 
and into the ponds at St. Anthony and Minneapolis, at 
and opposite the head of Nicollet Island, or over the 
Falls of St. Anthony, pursuant to the direction of the 
committee named in section fifteen of this act, and shall 
on like request of the owners thereof, assort and raft 
with good half inch rigging any logs that may be in 
said boom or booms, which raits shall be received by 
the owners at the place of rafting, when ready for de- 
livery : Provided^ however^ That when the water may 
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become so low in said river that logs cannot be turned 
ont of said main boom, or rafted, in consequence of the 
low stage of water, the said corporation shall not be 
held accountable for the delivery of any logs that may 
at such time be in said main boom, until there shall be 
sufficient water to enable said company to raft or turn 
out the same : Provided^ aUo^ That said company shall 
not be liable for any damage caused by any extraordi- 
nary rise of water or freshets.

or other timber, so far as to enable it to take, scale and 
retain a sufficient number or quantity of said logs or 
other timber to pay the boomage and charges due on 
the same, and also all charges due on logs or timber of 
the. same mark that may have been previously deliv- 
ered, and if the said boomage and charges are notpaid 
within five days after the same become due as above, 
then said corporation is hereby empowered to sell said 
logs or other timber so taken, scaled and retained in 
the following manner, viz : at public vendue, by giv- 
ing twelve days notice of the time and place of snch 
sale, and stating in such notice the marks of the logs

Sec. 13. The said corporation shall have the right rrtum*** ^^^^ 
to enter upon and occupy any land that may be nec- 
essary for properly conducting its business as herein 
authorized and required. And the said corporation 
may apply to the district court of the county in which 
such lands lie, in session, or to the judge thereof in 
vacation, for the appointment of three commissioners 
to make an appraisal and award of the value of any and 
all lands, which are the private property of any per- 
son which shall be designated in such application, and 
which said corporation shall have entered upon, pos- 
sessed, occupied or used, or which it may thereafter 
enter upon, take, possess, occupy or use for any of the 
purposes for which, by thja act, the said corporation is 
authorized to enter upon, take, possess, occupy or use 
lands. Said corporation shall givd notice of its inten- 
tion to apply for the appointment of such commission- 
ers, by publishing the same at least ten days before 
the time for hearing such application, in at least one 
newspaper published in the county in which such land 
lies ; but in case no newspaper be published in such 
county, then a newspaper published in the county of 
Hennepin aforesaid ; and upon an affidavit of publi- 
cation of the same, the court or judge to whom the 
application shall be made, shall appoint three commis- • 
sioners, who shall have cognizance of all cases arising, 
within the limits hereinbefore mentioned, within which 
said company is authorized to construct and maintain 
its booms, which shall be designated by said company 
in such application, and they shall proceed to exam- 
ine the premises in each case separately, having first 
given such notice as they may deem reasonable to 
such owner, guardian, or husband, and at least five days 
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personal notice to such owners if resident in the coan- 
ty, and whenever it shall appear to said company, or 
Further ower " ^^^ oJEcors, that the title of such land is in dispute, or 
that several parties claim interest therein on account 
of tax sales, incumbrances of any kind, or otherwise, 
the said commissioners shall, upoii request of said com- 
pany, give notice to all persons claiming any interest 
in such land, whether as owners, incumbrancers, or 
otherwise ; and when the person to be notified has no 
known residence in this state within the knowledge of 
such commissioners, the notice may be by publication 
in a newspaper for such length of time as the commis- 
sioners shall deem reasonable ; and after making sach 
examination, said commissioners, or a majority of them, 
in each case separately, shall make an appraisement 
and award of the value of the land so entered upon, 
taken, possessed occupied, or used by said company 
for any of the purposes aforesaid, at the time when the 
same was entered upon and taken, and shall deliver 
one copy of their award in each case to said company, 
and shall file the other in the office of the clerk of the 
district court of -the county in which said lands shall 
lie, with the costs of the award taxed upon each of 
said copies; and if neither party shall appeal from 
said award in the manner hereafter provided, the said 
district court, on motion of the party in whose favor 
any award shall be made, for such value as aforesaid, 
unless such award shall have been previously paid, 
shall enter up judgment in conformity with such 
award; and in case either of said commissioners shall 
die, resign, or decline to act, said court or judge shall 
appoint another in his stead ; and the said company, 
or any party receiving notice from said commissioners 
as aforesaid, may, within thirty days after such award 
shall have been filed with the clerk aforesaid, appeal 
from the same to said district court, by filing with the 
clerk thereof a written notice of such appeal ; and 
upon receiving such notice the said clerk shall enter

After the hearing of such case, 
the jury, or if a jury trial be waived, the court, shall 
assess the value of the land so entered upon, taken, 
possessed, occupied and used by said company, at the 
time when the same was entered upon and taken;

judgment shall be rendered against said company for 
costs; and when the appeal shall be taken by the 
claimant, and it shall not exceed such amount and in-

Either party shall be entitled to a change of venue 
for the trial of such cause, as in other cases pending 
in said court.

Whenever the '"^•' ^^* 
commissioners shall make an award as aforesaid, and 
no appeal shall be taken from the same, or whenever 
in case of appeal a final judgment shall be rendered, 
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it shall be the duty of the company, and toot before, to 
pay to the party entitled to the same, the amount of 
said award or judgment; and in any case where there 
shall be any lien, incumbrance, tax sale, tax title, or 
equitable claim to or upon the land, or any part there- 
of which is the subject matter of such award or judg- 
ment, or when more than one person shall be entitled 
to, or shall set up any claim to such award or judg- 
ment, or any part of it, of When the person entitled to 
receive the same shall not have any known residence 
within this state, the said company may deposit the 
amount of such award, where there is no appeal, with 
the clerk of the court with whom the award in the 
case shall have been filed ; and in case of an appeal 
and judgment thereon, the company may deposit the 
amount of such judgment with the. clerk of the court 
in which such judgment shall have been rendered ; and 
the money so deposited, in either case, shall be paid 
over by order of the court to the person or persons 
who shall be adjudged by the court to be entitled to re* 
ceive the same; and whenever the amount of such 
award or judgment shall have been paid, or tendered, or 
deposited as aforesaid, an absolute estate in fee simple 
in such lands, shall be and become vested in the said 
company, as against all persons so receiving notice from

And it shall not during such time, nor until such re- 
fusal, be disturbed in such possession, occupancy, use 
or enjoyment by any proceedings either in law or 
equity : Provided^ That such rights shall not accrue 
upon Rum river. 

Sec. 14. All persons having logs or other timber 
come into said main boom, shall give at least six days 
written notice to said company whether they desire 
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the same turned into said ponds, rafted, or turned over 
the Falls of St. Anthony; and in case any owner of Removal of logt 
logs shall notify said company to turn his logs over -bow regulated 
the Falls, said company shall, upon the payment of 
the boomage and charges thereon as hereinbefore es- 
tablished, turn such logs loose, unless otherwise direct- 
ed by the committee named in section fifteen (15) of 
this act; and it shall construct and maintain a shear 
boom, so that said logs will run west of the pier at 
the head of the present dam in the middle of the Mis- 
sissippi river, below the suspension bridge ; but said 
company shall do no other act or thing in respect 
thereto. 

Sec. 15. The lumbermen of tfie second surveyor mmbermento 
district who may have cut logs in or above said dis- how meeting 
trict, during the previous winter, to the amount of one 
million feet, and who may meet at the surveyor gen- 
eral's office in said district, at ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon on the first Tuesday of April in each year, shall 
choose a committee of three persons who shall, for the 
ensuing season, direct in relation to the driving of said 
logs and timber, and deteimine the times of turning 
out the same from the booms, of said company. In 
voting for said committee, each lumberman shall be 
entitled to one vote for each million feet of logs so 
cut by or for him. 

After said election shall be certified in writmg to 
said company by the president and secretary of said 
meeting, said company shall, during the ensuing sea- 
son, drive and turn out logs from said booms at such 
times as said committee shall in writing direct. 

Sec. 16. Any person other than the authorized 
agents of said company, who shall open, cut, destroy i'«naitr 
or injure any of the booms of said company, or turn 
loose or adrift any of the logs or timber therein, shall, 
on conviction of the same, be punished by fine not 
less than one thousand dollars, and by imprisonment 
in the state prison for a term of not less than six 
months. 

Sec 17. Section one (1) of said act entitled "an Amendmeot 
act to incorporate the Mississippi and Eum River 
Boom Company," approved May 21st, 1857, is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ''for the period of 
fifteen years," where they occur in said section, and

annum on the paid up capital stock owned by him, 
shall be expended upon the booms and rivers embraced 
in this charter, for their improvement. There shall 
be a certified statement of the entire earnings and ex- 
penditures of said company filed in the office of the 
surveyor general of* logs and lumber, for the second 
district of Minnesota, on or before the first day of Jan« 
uary of each year, signed by the officers of said com- 
pany, so classified and arranged as to exhibit the gross 
amount expended for driving, for turning out of the 
boom, for improvement of booms, improvement of the 
river channels and gross amount of all other expendi- 
tures not enumerated above. 

Sec. 20. And the said company may increase its 
capital stock not exceeding one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, as fast as the moneys shall have been expended 
as provided in, section nineteen hereof.

Section 1. That Dorilus Morrison, Eugene M. Wil- Nominate!

Fiske, Orlando C. Merriman and their heirs, executors, 
administrators and assigns shall for the period of twenty

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trators or assigns, shall have the right by themselves 
or their employees to enter upon the streets, ayennes 
and alleys of said cities, and to dig up the same and 
use such means as may be necessary to lay the gas 
pipes through the same, but to do such work in the man- 
ner that will cause the least inconvenience to the citi- 
zens of said cities. 

Sec. 3. That said parties shall, within two monthi 
from the passage of thifl aet, meet in the city of Min> 
neapolis and organize themselves into a gas company 
for the purpose of carrying out the intentions of this 
act, and shall adopt such rules and regulations as shall 
seem to them proper. 

And it is hereby provided that in all questions re- 
garding expenditure of money for the said purpose, 
and of raising the same by assessment, of the purchase 
or sale of real estate, or of making improvements in 
said works, a two- thirds majority of the interest in the 
said franchise hereby granted shall have full power and 
authority to decide. And should any one fail to pay 
any assessment made upon him by such two-thirds vote, 
then the treasurer of said company may proceed to
